“The  selectmen,  before  the  annual  town  meeting, 
shall  at  the  expense  of  the  town  print  the  annual  town 
report,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants,  containing  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  selectmen  for  the  financial  year  preceding  said 
meeting,  the  report  of  the  school  committee,  and,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  by  vote  or  by-law  of  the  Town,  of 
such  other  officers  and  boards  as  consider  it  expedient  to 
make  a  report,  the  jury  list  as  required  by  chapter  two 
hundred  thirty-four,  and  such  other  matters  as  the  law,  or 
the  town  by  vote  or  by-law,  requires,  or  as  the  selectmen 
consider  expedient.  If  the  selectmen  neglect  or  refuse  to 
make  the  annual  town  report,  they  shall  severally  forfeit 
fifty  dollars.”  General  Laws:  Chapter  40,  Section  49. 

“The  head  of  each  Town  department,  and  every  com¬ 
mittee  or  board  appointed  or  elected  shall  on  or  before 
the  15th  of  January  report  in  writing  to  the  Selectmen  on 
their  doings  during  the  preceding  calendar  year  and  their 
recommendations  for  action  by  the  Town.  These  reports 
shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  Selectmen  shall  prescribe. 

Sect.  2.  The  Selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  printed  and 
distributed  before  the  annual  Town  Meeting  the  reports 
of  the  various  Town  officers,  boards  and  committees,  and 
shall  cause  copies  of  said  report  to  be  distributed  to  each 
registered  voter  of  the  Town  who  shall  apply  therefor  at 
the  office  of  the  Selectmen.”

Committee  Reports 

Town  Infirmary  Committee 

At  the  adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1952, 
under  Article  2,  the  Moderator  appointed  a  committee  of 
five,  one  member  to  he  from  the  Board  of  Welfare,  one 
member  to  be  from  the  Finance  Committee,  and  three 
members  at  large,  to  study  the  question  of  closing  the 
Town  Infirmary  and  the  disposition  of  the  building,  this 
committee  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Our  first  action  was  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  the 
building.  To  assure  ourselves  of  a  proper  appraisal,  we 
asked  for  an  inspection  of  the  building  by  representatives 
of  the  concerned  Town  Departments.  As  a  result,  we  re¬ 
ceived  reports  on  fire  hazards,  electrical  connections  and 
wiring,  the  plumbing  and  heating  systems.  In  addition, 
we  also  received  a  report  on  the  condition  of  the  roof  and 
outside  walls  and  window  casings.  The  result  of  these 
inspections  showed  that  the  building  is  generally  sound 
and  safe.  Some  minor  repairs  were  suggested,  but  nothing 
of  a  major  nature.  Regardless  of  what  disposition  we  pro¬ 
pose  for  the  building,  it  would  still  be  necessary  to  keep 
the  building  in  good  repair  to  protect  the  town’s  invest¬ 
ment. 

We  next  concerned  ourselves  with  the  roster  of  re¬ 
cipients.  At  the  time  of  our  meeting,  there  were  nine 
regular  recipients  as  well  as  an  evicted  family  quartered 
temporarily  in  the  Infirmary.  Yvr e  found  that  we  in 
Braintree  had  an  unusual  situation  as  regards  the  status 
of  our  Infirmary  recipients.  Of  the  nine  people  then  quar¬ 
tered  there,  only  two  would  qualify  to  receive  Old  Age 
Assistance.  This  fact  was  of  definite  importance  if  we 
were  to  recommend  the  closing  of  the  Infirmary  and  place 
the  recipients  in  Rest  Homes  or  Boarding  Homes.  Of 
course,  the  only  reason  for  doing  that  would  be  for  econ¬ 
omy’s  sake,  but  with  two  persons  able  to  qualify  for  this 
aid,  it  would  not  prove  good  economy. 
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The  cost  of  maintaining  recipients  within  the  Infirm¬ 
ary  is  less  than  $20.00  per  person  per  week.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  expense  for  1952  was  approximately  $16.00 
per  week.  If  forced  to  place  them  in  Rest  Homes,  the 
minimum  base  cost  would  be  $30.00  per  week  for  just 
board  and  room.  Any  other  expenses  such  as  medicine, 
doctors,  clothing,  etc.,  would  be  additional.  If  placed  in 
Boarding  Homes,  $18.00  to  $25.00  per  week  for  the  same 
type  of  service. 

The  fact  that  we  could  not  establish  their  eligibility 
for  Old  Age  Assistance  would  mean  that  the  Town  would 
not  receive  any  help  from  State  or  Federal  sources,  so 
therefore,  would  have  to  bear  the  entire  expense  as  part 
of  their  General  Relief  expense.  Before  any  placement  °f 
recipients  was  made,  it  would  be  necessary  to  secur  a  physi¬ 
cian’s  report  on  each  case  as  to  the  type  of  accommodation 
required  for  each. 

In  our  contacts  with  neighboring  towns  we  found  that 
some  of  them  were  having  difficulty  in  finding  places  to  put 
their  welfare  people  within  their  own  town  and  as  a  result, 
one  town  in  particular,  Needham,  had  started  some  agita¬ 
tion  for  building  an  Infirmary  of  their  own. 

As  it  is  now,  we  are  in  a  favorable  economic  era,  but 
should  conditions  change  and  unemployment  and  other 
economic  evils  return,  it  would  be  well  to  have  a  place  to 
house  those  requiring  help  quickly  and  reasonably  inexpen¬ 
sively.  It  should  not  be  overlooked  that  in  the  cases  of 
emergencies  such  as  disastrous  fires,  etc.,  not  to  mention 
evictions,  it  is  important  to  be  able  to  handle  such  cases 
promptly. 

As  a  result  of  these  deliberations,  this  committee  feels 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  and  its  citizens  would  be 
served  by  continuing  to  operate  and  maintain  the  Town  In¬ 
firmary,  and  we  so  recommend.

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Colbert  Library  Committee 

1.  The  undersigned  Committee  was  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  in  conformance  to  a  vote  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1952  under  Article  2  which  is  recorded  as 
follows : 

Mr.  Wynot  moved:  That  a  Committee  of  five,  to  be 
known  as  the  James  W.  Colbert  Library  Committee,  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator.  Said  Committee  to  bring  in 
an  article  or  articles  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
regard  to  a  James  W.  Colbert  Library  in  East  Braintree. 

2.  Following  the  instructions  of  the  Town,  your  Com¬ 
mittee  requested  the  insertion  of  the  following  article  in  the 
warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1953: 

“To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  James 
W.  Colbert  Library  in  East  Braintree,  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  construction  of  a  building  therefor  from 
the  funds  left  for  the  purpose  under  the  will  of  James  W. 
Colbert  or  otherwise,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. ” 

3.  The  Committee’s  duty  under  the  vote  as  passed  in 
the  1952  Annual  Meeting  was  limited  to  preparing  an 
article  for  the  Town’s  consideration  and  that  has  been 
done.  The  terms  of  the  vote  limited  the  scope  of  the  article 
to  be  submitted. 

Your  committee  feels,  however,  that  the  Town  expects 
certain  information  regarding  the  Colbert  Library  Fund 
and  its  availability  for  use. 

The  Colbert  Library  Fund  is  the  sum  of  money  be¬ 
queathed  to  the  Town  under  the  will  of  James  W.  Colbert, 
which  bequest  was  accepted  by  the  Town  at  a  regularly 
constituted  Town  Meeting.  The  terms  of  the  bequest  as 
pertaining  to  the  Library  Trust  Fund  are  as  follows: 

“Upon  the  appointment  of  my  Trustee  said  Trustee 
shall  offer  the  entire  principal  of  the  Trust  Fund  held  by 
the  Trustee  or  to  which  it  shall  be  entitled,  subject  to  the 
trust  established  in  Clause  16,  (1),  above,  to  the  Town  of 
Braintree,  situated  in  the  County  of  Norfolk,  Massachusetts, 
within  (60)  repeat  days  after  the  appointment  of  said 
Trustee,  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  to  be 
attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  offer. 
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(a)  That  the  fund  shall  be  used  for  a  building,  books 
and  other  equipment  of  a  public  library  to  be 
located  in  said  Town  of  Braintree. 

(b)  That  the  said  Library  shall  be  known  as  the 
COLBERT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  and  that  name 
shall  never  be  changed. 

(c)  That  the  library  shall  never  be  a  Branch  or  sub¬ 
sidiary  of  any  other  library  in  the  Town. 

(d)  That  the  said  library  shall  be  a  separate  unit, 
with  a  separate  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of 
no  more  than  (6)  members  and  no  member  shall 
be  chosen  who  is  a  Trustee  or  Officer  of  any  other 
library  in  the  Town. 

(e)  That  the  said  Town  shall  vote  to  accept  or  reject 
said  offer  and  conditions  attached  thereto  at  a 
regular  or  special  Town  Meeting  within  (1)  year 
from  the  date  of  the  offer.  If  no  action  is  taken 
by  the  Town  of  the  acceptance  of  this  gift  within 
the  one  year  period,  such  failure  on  the  part  of 
the  Town  to  act  shall  be  considered  by  my  Trustee 
as  an  irrevocable  rejection  on  the  part  of  said 
Town.” 

The  status  of  the  fund  as  of  the  date  of  your  Com¬ 
mittee’s  consideration  was  as  follows : 

Principal  from  the  bequest  $40,443.76 

Interest  accumulated  to  Sept.  30,  1952  4,916.91 


Total  available  $45,360.67 

This  fund  is  growing  by  approximately  $1,100.00  per 
year,  as  a  result  of  its  investment.  The  Town  Treasurer 
acts  as  Trustee. 

4.  The  committee  further  considered  what  use  might 
be  made  of  this  fund  under  the  vote  we  were  ordered  to 
prepare.  The  following  possibilities  were  examined : 

(a)  The  construction  and  equipment  of  a  library  in 
East  Braintree.  Preliminary  cost  estimates  were 
obtained.  Sites  were  viewed.  Our  conclusions 
were  that  almost  the  whole  of  the  money  in  hand 
would  be  required  to  construct  and  equip  the 
building,  and  establish  an  initial  book  supply. 
The  Town  would  then  be  called  upon  for  annual 
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appropriations  to  pay  for  supervision  and  jani¬ 
torial  services,  for  utilities  such  as  light,  heat  and 
water,  and. such  repairs  for  upkeep  as  necessary, 
as  well  as  the  annual  purchase  of  books  and 
periodicals.  Our  estimate  is  that  this  annual  cost 
would  not  be  less  than  $5,000.00.  In  this  connec¬ 
tion,  the  possibility  of  building  a  physical  plant 
and  making  arrangements  with  the  Thayer  Pub¬ 
lic  Library  for  the  exchange  of  books,  or  the  use 
of  the  building  in  lieu  of  the  Thayer  Library 
Branch  now  operating  in  East  Braintree  was 
found  to  be  not  feasible. 

(b)  The  possibility  of  establishing  a  Youth  Library 
in  East  Braintree  to  offer  facilities  to  children 
rather  than  to  adults.  This  would  require  the 
same  expenditures  as  have  just  been  recited. 

5.  The  following  possible  use  of  the  fund  was  also 
considered:  The  establishment  of  a  Youth  Library  avail¬ 
able  to  children  in  all  parts  of  the  Town  by  the  following 
plan : 


The  Colbert  will  also  establish  a  School  Fund 
which  can  be  used  only  to  construct  an  addition  to  the 
Colbert  School.  This  fund  has  as  its  principal  a  be¬ 
quest  of  $25,000.00  which  to  December  31,  1951  had 
earned  an  additional  sum  of  $5,188.43  as  interest. 
The  Town  could  vote,  if  it  chose,  to  build  an  addition 
to  the  Colbert  School  with  the  Colbert  School  Fund,  to 
be  known  as  the  Colbert  Library.  The  supply  of  books, 
periodicals  and  films  could  then  be  purchased  from 
the  accrued  interest  on  the  Library  Fund  and  the 
annual  interest  on  the  residue  of  the  Library  fund 
could  be  used  for  running  expenses.  Cooperation  be¬ 
tween  the  School  Department  and  the  Colbert  Library 
Trustees  would  be  essential  in  such  a  plan  to  devise  a 
distribution  system  so  that  all  school  children  might 
benefit.  The  Colbert  School  is  located  in  the  south¬ 
west  district  and  is  far  removed  from  library  facilities 
of  any  kind. 

6.  Because  of  the  limited  scope  of  the  vote  under 
which  they  acted,  the  Committee  feels  that  they  should 
not  make  any  definite  recommendations  on  such  alterna¬ 
tive  suggestions  at  this  time.

Salary  Survey  Committee 

Our  1952  Annual  Town  Meeting  approved  the  fol¬ 
lowing  motions: 

March  17,  1952:  Mr.  H.  W.  S.  Roberts  moved,  under 
Article  II :  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  to  study  the  salary  scale  of  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments  in  comparison  with  surrounding  cities  and 
towns  and  report  to  the  Finance  Committee  before  the 
next  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  also  report  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  their  recommendations. — So  voted. 

March  31,  1952:  Mr.  William  Belcher  moved:  That, 
a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  to 
study  the  problem  of  the  establishment  of  proper  salaries 
and  wages  for  all  town  employees,  giving  specific  consid¬ 
eration  to  the  establishment  of  a  job  evaluation  and/or 
v/age  survey  officer  or  board,  and  to  report  their  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  inserting,  if 
necessary,  an  Article  in  the  Warrant  for  that  meeting. — 
So  voted. 

Moderator  E.  Curtiss  Mower,  Jr.,  appointed  one  com¬ 
mittee  of  five  members  to  deal  with  both  of  these  votes. 

Your  committee  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  the 
March  31st  vote,  calling  for  recommendations  regarding 
the  establishment  of  proper  salaries  and  wages  for  all  town 
employees,  supercedes  the  vote  of  March  17th,  which  re¬ 
lated  solely  to  a  fire  and  police  department  study.  Your 
committee  has  discussed  this  conclusion  with  a  committee 
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representing  firemen  and  policemen  and  we  are  pleased  to 
report  that  that  committee  agrees  with  us. 

Nevertheless,  in  all  fairness,  we  wish  to  point  out  that1 
figures  obtained  on  salaries  paid  to  firemen  and  policemen 
in  surrounding  towns  indicate  that  Braintree  salaries  ave¬ 
rage  lower  than  those  surrounding  towns. 

Our  studies  of  cost-of-living  indexes  from  both  United 
States  Government  and  State  of  Massachusetts  show  that 
living  costs  are  virtually  unchanged,  as  compared  to  a 
year  ago.  There  is  no  need,  therefore,  for  this  town  meet¬ 
ing  to  consider  any  salary  changes  based  on  cost-of-living 
adjustments. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  it 
would  be  advantageous  to  set  up  a  long-range  compensa¬ 
tion  plan  that  is  based  on  a  complete  survey  and  evalua¬ 
tion  of  all  town  jobs.  Your  committee  is  not  qualified  to 
do  this  work,  and  feels  that  it  would  be  unfair  and  unwise 
to  attempt  to  find  a  group  of  Braintree  citizens  to  carry 
on  any  such  original  study.  We  recommend,  therefore, 
that  a  professional  organization  be  engaged,  which  can 
furnish  the  experience  and  time  needed  to  make  such  a 
survey  and  present  a  long-range  plan  for  approval. 

Months  of  work  will  be  needed  to  make  a  careful 
evaluation  of  the  various  town  jobs,  and  to  make  compari¬ 
sons  with  similar  jobs  in  private  industry,  and  in  other 
communities.  Should  a  professional  consultant  be  selected 
this  spring,  however,  a  definite  plan  would  be  available 
late  in  1953,  so  that  it  could  be  adequately  studied  and 
discussed,  prior  to  its  presentation  at  our  1954  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

Your  committee  also  feels  that  when  such  a  plan  is 
presented  to  the  1954  Annual  Town  Meeting  that  it  should 
be  accompanied  by  suggestions  for  by-law  amendments 
that  would  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  a  program 
should  be  administered  and  amended.  We  feel  further 
that  these  by-law  changes  should  include  a  provision  for 
the  creation  of  a  personnel  board  of  Braintree  citizens, 
other  than  town  employees  or  elected  officials,  but  not 
excluding  Town  Meeting  Members,  to  be  responsible  for 
the  administration  of  the  program. 

Your  committee  is  prepared  to  submit  a  suitable  mo¬ 
tion,  under  Article  I  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting,  to  give 
you  an  opportunity  to  consider  our  recommendations. 
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We  respectfully  request  that  this  report  be  accepted 
and  that  this  Special  Salary  Committee  be  discharged.

Committee  To  Study 
Flow  of  The  Monatiquot  River 

It  was  voted  under  Article  52  of  the  1951  Annual 
Town  Meeting:  “That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  to  study  the  problem  of  the  flow  of  the 
Monatiquot  River  with  specific  reference  to  the  backing 
up  of  water  in  South  "Braintree  and  to  report  their  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  next  Town  Meeting  either  Annual  or 
Special  inserting,  if  necessary,  an  Article  in  the  Warrant 
for  that  Meeting.” 

The  committee  made  a  progress  report  at  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  on  June  25,  1951.  It  was  stated  at  that  time 
that  the  problem  of  the  Monatiquot  River  is  not  restricted 
to  the  section  between  Pearl  and  Union  Streets  since  any 
corrective  measures  taken  in  that  section  would  be  likely 
to  adversely  affect  other  sections  and  that  an  investigation 
should  be  made  from  tidewater  to  the  upper  end  of  the 
various  tributaries.  As  the  watershed  included  several 
towns  it  was  recommended  that  the  investigation  be  made 
by  the  State.  It  was  further  recommended  that  the  Town 
Meeting  pass  a  resolution  to  that  effect  and  the  Repre¬ 
sentatives  to  the  General  Court  be  requested  to  file  the 
Resolve  as  prepared  by  the  Committee.  It  was  so  voted. 

The  Committee  made  the  following  report  of  further 
progress  at  the  1952  Annual  Town  Meeting: 

“That  the  General  Court  acting  on  request,  as  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  progress  report  of  the  Committee  to  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  on  June  25,  1951,  voted,  as  Chap¬ 
ter  64  .of  the  Resolves  of  1951,  that  a  special  commission 
be  established  consisting  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
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Health,  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  Chairman  of  the 
State  Reclamation  Board,  and  report  to  the  General  Court 
on 


(a)  Flooding  conditions  on  the  Monatiquot  River  and 
the  adequacy  of  existing  bridges  and  culverts. 

(b)  Mosquito  control  along  the  river. 

(c)  Stream  pollution  control. 

(d)  Investigate  the  water  rights  of  riparian  owners 
and  determine  what  effects  changes  in  the  flow 
would  have  on  such  water  rights. 

“The  Commission  is  to  file  said  report  with  the  clerk 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  on  or  before  the  first 
Wednesday  of  December,  1952. 

“Engineers  and  representatives  of  the  State  boards 
have  met  with  members  of  the  Committee  and  have  in¬ 
spected  the  various  culverts  and  bridges  on  the  River. 
Samples  have  been  gathered  and  arrangements  for  gaug- 
ings  of  stream  flow  have  been  made. 

“Your  committee  makes  this  report  of  progress  and 
asks  to  be  continued.  It  is  anticipated  that  a  complete  re¬ 
port  can  be  made  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1953.’’ 

The  Special  Commission  reported  to  the  1953  Legis¬ 
lature  in  House  Document  No.  2207,  a  copy  of  which  has 
been  filed  by  the  Committee  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Commission  contains  con¬ 
siderable  information  and  several  recommendations  of 
interest  to  the  Town  of  Braintree.  With  respect  to  im¬ 
proving  flood  conditions  on  the  river,  the  report  recom¬ 
mends  improvements  to  certain  bridges  and  channel  im¬ 
provements  between  Adams  Street  and  a  point  about  1,000 
feet  upstream  from  Pearl  Street.  The  cost  of  these  im¬ 
provements  has  been  roughly  estimated  to  be  $200,000.00. 
The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  these  recommenda¬ 
tions  should  be  carried  out.  It  is  understood  that  the  im¬ 
provements  could  be  undertaken  in  part  under  funds  made 
available  by  General  Laws,  Chapter  91,  Section  11,  as 
amended,  under  which  the  State  may  pay  half  the  cost. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  been  appraised  of  the 
situation  by  this  committee  and  has  made  the  initial  steps 
to  secure  funds  amounting  to  $20,000.00,  under  the  above- 
mentioned  Chapter  91.  The  committee  has  appeared  be- 
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fore  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Public  Health  and  re¬ 
quested  that  an  item  be  inserted  in  the  appropriation  bill 
for  adequate  funds  to  undertake  improvements  to  the 
Monatiquot  River. 

These  actions  have  been  taken  prior  to  Town  Meeting 
because  of  expiration  of  time  limits  for  the  State’s  action. 
It  is  understood  that  no  commitments  are  binding  upon 
the  Town  unless  acted  upon  by  Town  Meeting. 

Recommendations:  It  is  recommended  that  a  start  be 
made  upon  the  construction  program  as  outlined  in  the 
above-mentioned  Report  of  the  Special  Commission.  The 
program  of  construction  should  be  established  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Commonwealth. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  Town  Meeting 
pass  a  resolution  or  a  vote  of  intent  to  raise  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $1(3,000.00  to  match  such  sum  as  the  Legislature 
may  authorize  during  the  current  session.  The  actual 
appropriation  by  Town  Meeting  to  be  made  at  the  next 
Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting  following  such  legisla¬ 
tive  action.

School  Study  Committee 

1.  Accomplishments  to  date 

During  the  past  five  years,  the  Town  of  Braintree  has 
accomplished  a  great  deal  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  ex¬ 
panding  school  population. 

The  1948  Wilson  Survey  pointed  out  the  needs  and 
recommended  a  program;  in  1952  a  restudy  by  Wilson 
showed  the  original  figures  too  conservative  and  new  esti¬ 
mates  were  made. 
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The  Senior  High  School  Addition  eliminated  double 
sessions  of  long  standing  and  provided,  temporarily,  rooms 
for  the  North  Grammar  School. 

The  Ross  School  met  the  needs  of  the  East  District 
and  revived  the  Penniman  School  also. 

The  Monatiquot  and  Penniman  Annexes,  together 
with  the  Lakeside  School  in  the  North  District,  the  Foster 
School  and  the  Highlands  Addition  will  provide  the  fa¬ 
cilities  to  keep  abreast  of  the  elementary  enrollments  in 
those  districts. 

How  those  enrollments  have  grown  since  1946,  and 
will  continue  to  grow,  is  shown  by  the  following  table:

(a)  Elementary  K-6 

All  Elementary  schools  in  Braintree,  including  those 
under  construction,  (excluding  Hollis)  have  133  class- 
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rooms,  five  more  to  be  built  at  Perkins  will  bring  total  to 
138  classrooms,  and  these  should  just  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  up  to  1960 — provided  an  average  of  no  more  than 
200  new  houses  per  year  are  built. 

From  the  Lincoln  and  Torrey  schools  the  7th  grades 
must  be  taken  in  1953  and  the  8th  grades  in  1954  to  make 
room  for  additional  elementary  classes.  The  same  sched¬ 
ule  applies  to  elimination  of  7th  and  8th  grades  from  the 
High  School  building.  These  grades  must  be  moved  to  the 
remodeled  and  enlarged  Hollis  School. 

Additional  elementary  sites  should  be  secured  in  areas 
that  have  possibilities  of  future  development  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  School  Site  Committee  of  1952. 

(b)  Senior  High  School 

Capacity  of  building  —  1200 
Est.  1960  enrollment  —  1700 

The  situation  of  the  Senior  High  School  makes  it 
impossible  to  expand  beyond  another  addition  of  9  rooms 
- — 250  pupils,  or  total  of  1450.  This  situation  will  force 
the  9th  grade  out  within  three  years. 

(c)  Junior  High  School 

With  all  elementary  schools  (except  Hollis)  in  use 
for  grades  K-6,  provision  must  be  made  for  grades  7  and  8 
and  grade  9  from  the  Senior  High.  This  forces  a  7-8-9 
grade  Junior  High  School  organization.  It  is  recommeded 
that  this  consolidation  process  for  grades  7-8-9-  be  insti¬ 
tuted  gradually. 

Sept.  1953 — All  7th  grades  in  Hollis  School — remodel 

present  building) 

Sept.  1954 — All  7th  and  8th  grades  in  Hollis  School  (en¬ 
larged  to  800  capacity) 

Sept.  1955 — New  South  Junior  High  School  ready  for 

occupancy. 

This  gradual  transition  can  be  accomplished  as  seen 
below : 

In  1953  the  7th  grade  pupils  will  number  338,  to  be 
accommodated  in  Hollis  School  after  remodeling. 

In  1954  the  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils  will  number 
763,  to  be  accommodated  in  Hollis  School  after  addition 
is  built. 
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In  1955  the  7th,  8th  and  9th  grade  pupils  will  number 
1228,  to  be  accommodated  in  Hollis  School  plus  new  South 
Junior  High  School. 

By  1960  the  J.H.S.  enrollment  will  reach  1650.

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School  Survey  Committee 

The  Braintree  School  Survey  Committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  following  the  1948  Town 
Meeting  and  was  instructed  to  make  a  study  of  the  school 
needs  of  the  Town  and  report  their  findings  and  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  next  Town  Meeting.  The  basis  of  thq 
Committee’s  study  was  the  report  of  a  school  survey  by 
Dr.  W.  K.  Wilson  of  the  State  Education  Department  of 
the  State  of  New  York  who  had  been  commissioned  by 
the  Braintree  School  Department  in  October  of  1947  to 
make  such  a  study. 

As  a  result  of  Dr.  Wilson’s  findings  plus  further  study 
iind  investigation  by  the  Committee,  it  became  crystal 
clear  that  action  must  be  started  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
report  of  the  Committee  to  the  1949  Town  Meeting  there¬ 
fore  set  up  an  immediate  program  with  recommendations 
toward  a  future  larger  program.  The  immediate  recom¬ 
mendations  were  to  convert  the  Hollis  School  auditorium 
into  two  classrooms,  convert  the  Lincoln  School  into  a 
Junior  High  School  for  the  East  District  and  at  the  same 
time  build  a  new  14-room  K-6  school  in  the  vicinity  of 
Hayward  and  Commercial  Streets. 

The  Committee’s  recommendations  were  adopted  and 
the  following  appropriations  were  made : 

Converting  Hollis  auditorium  $  3,000 

Repairing  and  converting  Lincoln  28,500 

Building  new  14-room  school  700,000 

Unfortunately  no  land  was  provided  for  the  new 
school  and  the  Committee  was  instructed  to  return  for  a 
special  meeting  with  further  recommendations.  On  July 
18,  1949,  a  Special  Town  Meeting  by  vote  of  127  to  1 
accepted  the  site  which  the  Committee  had  originally  of¬ 
fered  in  April.  Although  the  State  School  Building  Assis¬ 
tance  Commission  had  been  provided  with  a  statement  of 
intent  plus  a  plot  plan,  and  copy  of  preliminary  plans  on 
April  7,  it  was  not  until  August  15  that  conditional  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  site  was  received.  This  condition  required 
the  acquiring  of  additional  acreage  in  order  to  get  State 
Aid  on  the  project.  The  Committee  felt  the  plot  was  ade¬ 
quate  but  the  Commission  insisted  otherwise.  The  plans 
were  approved  on  September  22  but  it  was  not  until  No¬ 
vember  18  that  the  Commission  agreed  in  writing  to  accept 
the  original  site  enlarged  by  two  further  pieces  of  property 
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at  the  corner  of  Hayward  and  Commercial  Streets  on  which 
dwellings  stood.  The  occupants  having  agreed  in  writing 
to  sell  their  property  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called 
and  on  December  19  the  Town  Meeting  approved  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  necessary  additional  acreage. 

In  the  meantime,  during  the  summer  of  1949,  the 
Hollis  School  auditorium  was  converted  into  two  class¬ 
rooms  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  start  of  the  school  year 
in  September. 

Plans  for  the  new  school  were  drawn  by  Adden,  Par¬ 
ker,  Clinch  &  Crimp  who  had  ben  so  co-operative  in  pro¬ 
viding  the  Committee  with  preliminary  information  with¬ 
out  cost  in  order  that  the  facts  might  be  clearly  presented 
to  the  Town  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  had  hoped  to  have  the  new  school  in  operationby 
September  1950  but  the  delay  in  site  approval  made  such 
plans  impossible.  Bids  were  taken  on  May  16,  1951,  and 
contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  S.  Volpe  & 
Co.,  Inc.,  May  22,  1951. 

At  the  same  time  plans  had  progressed  for  the  Lin¬ 
coln  School  conversion.  The  original  idea  had  been  to 
convert  the  old  auditorium  into  a  combined  gymnasium 
and  auditorium  with  showers  and  toilets  in  the  basement. 
The  terrain  was  such,  however,  that  suitable  disposal 
fields  for  waste  water  could  not  be  found  and  the  work 
went  ahead  without  the  showers  which  may  be  added  at 
such  time  as  the  Town  provides  sewer  connections  for  this 
area.  Bids  were  received  on  June  28,  1951,  and  the  con¬ 
tract  let  to  the  low  bidder,  the  Proia  Construction  Com¬ 
pany.  Work  progressed  satisfactorily  and  was  completed 
in  September  without  undue  disturbance  to  the  fall  ses¬ 
sion  of  school. 

The  new  K-6,  now  named  the  Donald  E.  Ross  School 
by  the  School  Department  in  honor  of  a  Braintree  teacher 
who  lost  his  life  in  the  service  of  his  country,  was  designed 
to  house  450  pupils  in  its  14  rooms.  The  opening  enroll¬ 
ment  was  441  and  the  library  was  therefore  converted 
into  the  15th  classroom.  Open  House  for  public  inspection 
was  held  without  formal  exercises  on  September  23,  1951. 
A  copy  of  the  Committee’s  information  report  and  analysis 
of  cost  are  attached  to  this  report. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  state  that  it  was  success¬ 
ful  in  completing  the  three  projects  within  the  appropria-

We  are 
also  deeply  grateful  to  Mr.  Ralph  W.  Procter,  who,  as 
educational  consultant,  provided  the  Committee  with  ex¬ 
haustive  material  so  that  decisions  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  Town  might  be  best  determined,  and  for  carrying  out 
many  of  the  Committee’s  decisions  at  their  request.

Fluoridation.  Committee 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  1952,  the 
Town  Moderator  was  instructed  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
study  the  advisability  of  the  fluoridation  of  the  town  water 
supply. 

This  committee  finds  these  facts  as  follows: 
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This  matter  has  been  studied  for  some  time  and  in 
fact  prior  to  the  1952  Annual  Town  Meeting  a  joint  discus¬ 
sion  on  the  subject  was  held  between  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  and  the  Board  of.<  Health.  The  Board  of 
Health  went  on  record  as  favoring  this  program  and  rec¬ 
ommended  same  to  the  Water  Department. 

A  survey  of  all  practicing  dentists  in  Braintree  was 
made  and  it  has  been  found  that  they  are  all  in  favor  of 
fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supply. 

Data  prepared  by  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service 
shows  that  on  a  country-wide  basis  there  were  as  of  Sep¬ 
tember  15,  1952,  a  total  of  427  communities  in  the  United 
States  adding  fluoride  to  their  drinking  water.  These 
water  supply  systems  serve  a  total  population  of  8,446,774. 
About  300  more  communities  have  approved  a  fluorida¬ 
tion  program  which  will  increase  the  population  served 
with  fluoridated  water  to  more  than  15,000,000. 

Your  Committee  is  informed  that  the  fluoridation  of 
public  water  supplies  has  been  endorsed  by  the  American 
Public  Health  Association,  the  American  Dental  Associa¬ 
tion,  American  Medical  Association  and  several  other  sim¬ 
ilar  organizations.  Because  of  the  interest  in  the  matter 
of  fluoridation  the  National  Research  Council  appointed 
a  Committee  to  study  fluoridation  and  their  report,  dated 
November  1951,  recommended  that  any  community  which 
included  a  child  population  of  sufficient  size  and  which 
obtains  its  water  supply  from  sources  which  are  free  from 
or  are  extremely  low  in  fluorides  should  consider  the 
practicability  and  economic  feasibility  of  adjusting  the 
fluoride  concentration  to  an  optimal  level. 

According  to  the  records  of  the  Massachusetts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health,  the  amount  of  fluoride  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  water  supply  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  is  1/10  of  a  part 
per  million.  In  order  to  effectively  reduce  the  incidence 
of  dental  caries  among  the  children  of  the  Town,  the 
optimal  concentration  of  fluorides  should  be  about  one 
part  per  million.  Statistics  are  available  which  show  that 
this  concentration  of  fluorides  has  no  unfavorable  affects 
on  the  health  of  persons  of  any  age  nor  does  it  have  any 
affect  on  the  taste  or  odor  of  the  water  or  will  it  interfere 
with  any  industrial  process. 

The  Committee  is  advised  that  at  the  present  time  in 
Massachusetts  the  following  communities  are  adding  fluor¬ 
ides  to  the  public  water  supply:

Several  other  communities  in  the  State  have  given  the 

matter  favorable  consideration  and  may  be  fluoridating 
their  water  supplies  within  a  year. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
adopted  a  statement  of  policy  regarding  fluoridation  of 
public  water  supplies  on  October  9,  1951.  In  that  state¬ 
ment  of  policy  the  Department  recommended  the  fluorida¬ 
tion  of  public  water  supplies  where  there  is  a  deficiency  in 
the  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water.  Certain  require¬ 
ments  were  set  up  including  the  approval  of  the  type  of 
equipment,  the  point  of  application,  the  fluoride  com¬ 
pound  to  be  used,  the  dosage  and  suitable  laboratory 
control. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Town  of  Braintree  maintains  a  mod¬ 
ern  water  treatment  plant  and  has  personnel  experienced 
in  the  handling  of  water  works  chemicals,  your  Committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  fluoridation  of  the  water  supply 
of  the  Town  can  very  readily  be  carried  out.  In  view  of 
the  favorable  results  obtained  at  places  where  the  fluorida¬ 
tion  of  public  water  supply  systems  has  been  practiced, 
some  of  which  have  been  in  continuation  since  1945,  your 
Committee  urges  that  the  Town  take  favorable  action  in 
appropriating  money  for  the  purchase  of  fluoridation 
equipment  for  adding  fluorides  to  the  water  supply.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  cost  of  installation  and  a  year’s  supply 
of  fluoride  compound  should  not  exceed  $3540.00.  The 
cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  should  not  exceed  five 
cents  per  person  per  year. 
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Your  Committee  believes  that  the  incidence  of  tooth 
decay  can  be  substantially  reduced  by  fluoridation  of  our 
water  supply.  Prompt  action  is  urged  since  every  delay 
deprives  our  children  of  a  substantial  health  benefit  which 
can  be  obtained  at  a  negligible  cost. 

Mr.  George  Watson  also  a  member  of  this  Committee, 
because  of  his  position  as  Superintendent  of  the  Water 
Department,  wishes  to  remain  neutral.

Committee  on  Fire  Station  Sites 

Th  is  Committee  was  established  by  the  vote  of  the 
Town  Meeting  Members  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
1952.  Members  of  this  Committee  were  appointed  by  the 
Town  Meeting  Moderator. 

After  a  complete  study  of  the  present  Fire  Stations 
and  the  equipment  contained  in  each,  together  with  the 
districts  covered  by  same,  the  committee  decided  that  the 
most  urgent  need  for  a  Fire  Station  Site  was  in  the  High¬ 
lands  District. 

The  present  Highland’s  Fire  Station  is  considered  by 
the  Committee  as  inadequate  and  should  be  replaced  in  the 
near  future,  mainly  because: 

A.  It  is  an  extension  of  the  Highland’s  Library  and  of 
third  class  wooden  construction.  This  arrangement 
was  set-up  as  a  temporary  being  years  ago,  before 
the  war. 

B.  Two  men  presently  assigned  to  this  station  have  for 
their  quarters  one  room  11  ft.  x  11  ft.  This  crowded 
condition  is  further  reflected  by  the  refrigerator 
and  cooking  stove  being  located  in  a  small  adjoin¬ 
ing  toilet. 

C.  The  Highlands  District  covers  the  Norfolk  County 
Hospital  and  two  schools.  This  district  shows  the 
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most  rapid  growth  of  house  construction  in  the 
town.  In  a  few  years,  the  present  small  wooden 
station  will  definitely  be  inadequate. 

To  insure  the  securing  of  a  site  to  correct  these  condi¬ 
tions,  and  to  meet  the  future  expansion  of  this  district,  the 
committee  recommends  the  purchase  of  a  site  on  Washing¬ 
ton  Street  opposite  the  intersection  of  Park  and  Standish 
Avenues 

The  Committee  feels  that  this  location  will  fit  into  the 
pattern  of  over-all  fire  protection  for  the  town,  it  being 
approximately  the  same  distance  to  the  Central  Fire  Sta¬ 
tion  as  the  East  Braintree  Station  is  to  the  Central  Station. 
With  the  apparaus  located  at  this  site  on  Washington 
Street,  it  could  well  protect  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital, 
both  the  Highland’s  School  and  the  new  Foster  School,  and 
be  able  to  quickly  approach  the  Liberty  Street  area  along 
with  the  other  streets  m  the  Highlands. 

The  committee  took  into  consideration  that  at  last 
3'ear’s  Town  Meeting  there  was  opposition  to  locating  a  fire 
station  adjacent  to  the  Highland’s  School  and  in  a  resi¬ 
dential  zone.  This  site  being  on  Washington  Street  and 
within  a  business  zone  meets  with  the  consensus  of  opinion 
given  by  the  opposition  at  that  time.

New  Plumbing  Rules  and  Regulations:  After  much 
study  and  thought  and  with  the  aid  and  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Civil  Service  and  Registration,  State  Exam¬ 
iners  of  Plumbers,  the  Board,  this  year,  fashioned  and 
adopted  an  entirely  new  code  of  Plumbing  Rules  and 
Regulations.  Copies  of  these  new  rules  and  regulations 
may  be  obtained  at  the  Board  of  Health  office. 

Dental  Clinic:  This  exceptionally  worthy  clinic  is 
gradually  expanding  year  by  year.  Under  the  very  able 
personal  supervision  of  Mrs.  Sabena  Arsenault,  Dental  Hy¬ 
gienist,  and  with  full  co-operation  of  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  local  Dentists  this  clinic  is  showing  excellent 
results. 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  year  dental  examina¬ 
tions  were  given  to  all  the  pupils  from  kindergarten 
through  the  eighth  grades.  The  local  dentists  were  con¬ 
tacted  and  they  volunteered  their  services  to  do  this  work. 

Following  the  examinations,  notices  went  home  to  the 
parents  of  those  children  who  were  found  in  need  of  dental 
attention. 

On  the  notices  it  was  requested  that  all  parents  ar¬ 
range  for  the  work  to  be  done  by  their  family  dentist  and 
those  unable  to  do  so  could  apply  for  school  clinic. 

Each  request  for  clinic  was  carefully  studied  and 
taken  up  with  the  teachers  of  the  building  where  the  child 
was  attending  school,  also  the  district  principal,  building 
principal,  and  the  school  nurse. 

If  there  was  still  doubt  in  regard  to  these  clinic  cases, 
the  Visiting  Nurses  Association  was  contacted  for  further 
information  before  finally  accepted. 

By  determining  the  number  of  days  in  the  school  year 
that  the  dentist  could  work  and  considering  the  increased 
population,  the  condition  of  the  teeth,  in  each  building,  a 
working  schedule  was  planned  where  by  the  clinic  would 
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remain  in  each  school  a  certain  number  of  weeks  during 
the  year. 

As  planned  two  years  ago,  the  dental  hygienist  pre¬ 
cedes  the  dentist  with  prophylactic  treatments  and  fluoride 
which  will  also  be  given  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

After  the  local  dentists  made  their  examinations  of 
the  children’s  teeth  they  commented  on  the  improvement 
and  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the  past  few  years. 

For  the  educational  part  of  the  program  posters  have 
been  hung  in  the  buildings  and  reading  materials  have 
been  distributed. 

The  Dental  Hygienist  visited  the  classrooms  giving 
oral  lessons  on  the  importance  of  home  brushing,  foods  and 
diet  which  help  to  build  strong  teeth  and  also  encouraged 
prompt  visits  to  family  dentist. 

From  time  to  time  appropriate  films  are  shown  to  the 
children  evaluating  the  importance  of  all-round  dental 
health.  The  New  England  Food  and  Dairy  Council  loaned 
the  Educational  Film  strip  “Teeth”  which  was  shown  only 
to  7-8  grades.  Also  in  film  “It’s  Your  Health”  was  shown 
to  grades  7-8.  Visits  were  made  for  Educational  and  Con¬ 
structive  Materials  to  the  following  listed  concerns:  Hood 
Milk  Company  and  State  House.  Educational  materials 
acquired  by  mail  was  received  from  the  American  Dental 
Association,  Chicago  Illinois,  Pycope  Tooth  Brush  Cc., 
Kolynos  Company,  New  England  Dairy  and  Food  Council, 
Church  and  Dwight  Co.  Inc.,  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance 
Co.,  Ipana  Company,  N.  Y.  and  E.  R.  Squibb  and  Sons,  N.  Y. 

Space  does  not  permit  a  complete  recapitulation  of 
the  dental  reports  for  each  school,  but  such  is  available  at 
the  Health  Office,  and  would  gladly  be  shown  to  those 
who  manifest  an  interest  in  this  vital  clinic. 

Diphtheria  Clinic:  The  Diphtheria  Clinic  held  in  the 
spring  was  well  attended.  Some  50  children  had  the 
triple  antigen  shots  of  diphtheria  tetanus-pertussis,  and 
some  465  children  had  the  booster  shots  administered 
consisting  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  toxoids.  Those  chil¬ 
dren  administered  by  their  own  doctor  were  417  in  num¬ 
ber,  making  in  all  a  grand  total  of  932  children  having 
had  the  necessary  shots.  Again  the  co-operative  agencn.es 
of  the  Braintree  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  the  School  De- 
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partment  nurses  and  the  attending  physicians  served  to 
make  this  clinic  a  success. 

Milk  Testing:  Once  each  month  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  from  dealers  delivering  milk  in  Braintree.  These 
samples  were  tested  for  butter  fat,  total  solids,  phos¬ 
phatase,  bacteria  and  coli.  These  tests  reveal  that  the 
milk  being  delivered  in  Braintre  maintains  a  consistently 
high  level.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  milk-borne 
disease  has  occurred  in  Braintree  for  quite  some  few  years. 
Any  resident  of  Braintree,  so  desiring,  can  review  the  re¬ 
sults  of  these  tests  at  the  Board  of  Health  office. 

Eating  and  Drinking  Establishments:  The  overall  re¬ 
sults  of  the  program  for  the  inspection  of  eating  and  drink¬ 
ing  establishments,  including  the  School  and  Industrial 
Cafeterias  indicate  a  steady  and  healthy  graph  of  im¬ 
provement.  A  bi-monthly  test  of  all  establishments  were 
made  and  the  results  of  these  tests  (bacteria  count)  were 
forwarded  to  each  establishment.  In  the  event  of  high 
bacteria  count  was  recorded,  an  immediate  re-check  test 
was  conducted,  and  steps  taken  to  remedy  questionable 
sources  of  high  incident. 

Tuberculosis  Prevention,  Communicable  Diseases  and 
Health  Education:  The  execution  of  the  various  programs 
connected  with  the  above  named  captions  have  been  very 
ably  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  Braintree  Visiting  Nurse 
Association.  Braintree  still  continues  to  report  a  low  in¬ 
cident  of  communicable  diseases.  Credit  should  also  be 
given  to  the  Braintree  School  Department  Health  Division 
for  its  active  participation  in  the  co-operation  and  assist¬ 
ance  rendered  to  these  Health  Programs. 

Constant  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health,  and  the  South  Metropolitan  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  was  em¬ 
ployed.

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The  sewers  in  Nickerson  Road  Extension,  Tingley 
Circle,  and  Tingley  Road  were  constructed  by,  and  at  the 
expense  of,  the  developer. 

The  sewer  in  Reed’s  Hill  was  installed  by  the  Sewer 
Department.  The  remaining  15,467  feet  were  done  under 
8  unit  price  contract  by  D’Alessandro  and  Crognale,  Inc., 
the  lowest  of  nine  bidders.  The  contract  work  was  started 
on  May  7  and  completed  December  16. 

The  total  cost  of  the  year’s  work  amounted  to  $208,- 
438,  or  an  average  of  $12.70  per  linear  foot.  This  work 
made  the  sewer  available  to  240  additional  buildings.  Of 
the  nearly  7,000  houses  and  stores  in  the  town,  the  present 
sewer  system  can  serve  3,726,  or  about  53  per  cent  of 
them.  During  the  past  year  234  new  buildings  were 
erected  or  under  construction  in  the  town.  This  year 
marks  the  first  extension  of  the  sewer  into  Braintree  High¬ 
lands  and  accounts  for  about  61  per  cent  of  the  total 
expenditure. 

Assessments : 

Sewer  assessments  amounting  to  $78,085.42  were 
levied  against  295  properties.  Assessments  against  prop¬ 
erty  where  the  sewer  was  constructed  at  the  expense  of 
the  developer  were  levied  at  60  per  cent  of  the  normal  rate 
in  accordance  with  the  present  policy  of  the  Sewer  Board. 

House  Connections: 

There  were  199  sewer  connections,  totaling  10,006 
feet,  made  by  the  department  during  the  year,  at  a  total 
cost  of  $39,535.70.  There  were  36  applications  for  con¬ 
nection  on  file  at  the  end  of  the  year,  that  will  have  to 
wait  until  spring  before  work  can  be  started. 

- 

Upon  application  of  the  owner,  the  department  will 
make  a  sewer  connection.  The  whole  cost  of  the  work  is 
charged  to  the  owner,  but  the  Town  will  finance  it  at  4 
per  cent,  over  a  maximum  period  of  10  years,  if  desired. 

Maintenance: 

During  the  winter  months  all  the  main  and  lateral 
sewers  were  cleaned.  There  was  a  stoppage  in  the  main 
siphon  and  in  the  River  Street  sewer,  and  a  number  of 
streets  had  root  growths  that  would  have  caused  trouble 
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if  the  regular  cleaning  had  been  omitted.  A  number  of 
the  lateral  sewers  were  treated  with  copper  sulphate  in  an 
attempt  to  discourage  root  penetration. 

Twelve  sewer  connections  became  blocked  with  root 
growths,  two  of  which  had  to  be  partly  dug  up  and  relaid. 
All  connections  where  trouble  with  roots  had  been  ex¬ 
perienced  in  the  past  were  inspected  and  rodded  out. 

A  total  of  12  manholes  were  raised  to  conform  to  new 
street  grades  on  Washington  Street,  Edgehill  Road,  and 
Beechwood  Road.  One  damaged  frame  on  Washington 
Street  was  entirely  replaced. 

To  make  room  for  a  Little  League  Baseball  field,  the 
sewer  pipe  yard  at  the  corner  of  Union  Street  and  Cleve¬ 
land  Avenue  was  rearranged  and  all  the  pipe  moved  to 
one  side. 

For  several  years,  now,  the  load  on  the  Common  Street 
Pumping  Station  has  been  steadily  increasing  as  more 
houses  and  sewers  have  been  developed  in  this  drainage 
district.  The  change-over  of  motors  and  switch  gear  from 
15  to  25  horse  power  together  with  larger  impellers  was 
completed  this  year.  At  the  Brookside  Road  pumping 
station  it  was  necessary  to  replace  two  small  solonoid 
valves  and  one  large  check  valve.

During  1953  we  installed  a  time  clock  in  the  cell  block 
for  the  protection  of  both  the  officers  and  the  prisoners. 
We  also  added  tear  gas  equipment  and  the  officers  have 
been  instructed  in  its  use.  We  also  instituted  the  system 
of  ‘Roll-Call’  in  the  department. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Brain¬ 
tree  we  are  now  equipped  with  a  duplex  Emerson  Resus- 
citator.  The  men  have  been  instructed  in  the  use  of  this 
apparatus.  The  presentation  of  this  equipment  to  the 
department  has  saved  the  taxpayers  $600.00. 

I  have  recommended  the  appointment  of  two  Ser¬ 
geants  and  four  patrolmen  this  year.  We  plan  to  cover 
the  Highlands  section  from  8.00  a.  m.  to  midnight  daily. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  are  still  functioning  in  a  most 
helpful  manner  to  this  department,  membership  now  totals 

105. 

During  the  year  we  have  made  many  Safety  Sugges¬ 
tions  and  received  splendid  co-operation  from  the  Select¬ 
men  and  the  Highway  Department  in  carrying  them  out. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  all  others  who  have  shown  a  spirit  of  co¬ 
operation  toward  my  department.

Fire  Department 

HARRY  T.  SEARS 
Chief  of  Fire  Department 
Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 

In  1953  out  of  a  total  of  796  calls  of  all  descriptions, 
54  fires  resulted  with  a  fire  loss  totaling  $28,067.31  with 
a  property  valuation  involved  by  fire  of  $2,464,875.00 
leaving  the  Town  of  Braintre  in  the  lower  fire  loss  bracket 
with  a  $1.12  per  capita  loss. 

Fire  prevention  is  considered  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  duties  of  the  Fire  Department.  A  special  effort 
has  been  made  to  increase  the  number  of  inspections  of 
all  classes  of  buildings.  In  1953  a  total  of  1,003  inspections 
were  made.  Fire  prevention  should  be  carried  out  the 
entire  year.  With  your  help  we  can  still  lower  our  fire 
losses. 

The  apparatus  is  in  very  good  condition  except  for  a 
28  year  old  pumping  engine  that  I  have  recommended  to 
leplace  this  year. 

The  addition  to  rhe  Highlands  Fire  Station  and  Li¬ 
brary  has  been  completed  and  both  are  occupied.  This 
station  can  house  two  pieces  of  fire  apparatus  and  6  men 
which  should  take  care  of  additional  fire  protection  need¬ 
ed  in  this  district.  We  welcome  visitors  to  our  fire  sta¬ 
tions. 

The  Central  and  East  Braintree  Stations  are  in  very 
good  condition.  The  fire  alarm  system  is  in  very  good 
condition  with  10  new  fire  alarm  boxes  added  this  year 
making  a  total  of  147. 
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All  members  of  the  Braintree  Fire  Department  are  qualified  in  rescue  and  first  aid. 


Due  to  the  increase  in  population  and  buildings  in  the 
Town  it  is  necessary  to  recommend  an  increase  in  per- 
sonel  tor  the  East  Braintree  district,  this  will  add  a  4th 
man  to  cover  two  pieces  of  apparatus. 

Mutual  Aid  plays  a  very  important  part  in  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  life  and  property.  We  are  grateful  to  have 
automatic  Mutual  Aid  with  our  neighboring  city  and  towns. 

Our  two  way  radio  purchased  in  1951  with  one  mo¬ 
bile  unit  added  each  year  until  all  apparatus  are  radio 
equipped  provides  instantaneous  and  reliable  communica¬ 
tion  between  fire  headquarters  and  fire  apparatus,  also 
from  one  piece  of  apparatus  to  another,  a  quick  means  of 
dispatching  and  expiditing  movement  of  apparatus  and 
men  contributing  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Fire  Service. 

By  making  funds  available  our  new  Schools  are  pro¬ 
tected  by  sprinkler  systems  and  automatic  fire  alarm,  in 
the  event  of  a  fire  the  sprinklers  should  check  or  ex¬ 
tinguish  the  fire  and  automatically  call  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment. 

I  have  requested  that  the  sprinkler  program  should 
continue  until  all  second  and  third  class  School  buildings 
are  protected  by  automatic  sprinkler  and  Fire  Alarm 
Systems. 

STATE  LAW — Upon  the  approach  of  any  fire  ap¬ 
paratus  which  is  going  to  a  fire  or  responding  to  an  alarm, 
every  person  driving  a  vehicle  on  a  way  shall  immediately 
drive  said  vehicle  as  far  as  possible  toward  the  right-hand 
curb  or  side  of  said  way  and  shall  keep  the  same  at  a 
standstill  until  such  fire  apparatus  has  passed.  No  per¬ 
son  shall  drive  a  vehicle  over  a  hose  of  a  fire  department 
without  the  consent  of  a  member  of  such  department.  No 
person  shall  drive  a  vehicle  within  eight  hundred  feet  of 
any  fire  apparatus  going  to  a  fire  or  responding  to  an 
alarm,  nor  drive  said  vehicle  or  park  or  leave  the  same 
unattended,  within  six  hundred  feet  of  a  fire  or  within  the 
fire  lines  established  thereat  by  the  fire  department.  Vio¬ 
lations  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dolars. 

Fuel  oil  in  excess  of  ten  gallons  shall  not  be  kept  in  a 
structure  without  a  permit  having  been  obtained  from  the 
head  of  the  Fire  Department.  In  1953  there  were  383 
inspections  of  fuel  oil  burner  installations.  These  installa¬ 
tions  are  increasing  each  year.  A  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
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tion  shall  not  make  nor  alter  a  fuel  oil  burner  installation 
until  a  certificate  of  competency  has  been  obtained  from 
the  State  Fire  Marshal. 

A  permit  is  required  from  the  head  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  for  the  installation  and  storage  of  Liquefied 
Petroleum  Gas  systems.  Fourteen  permits  were  issued  in 
1953  for  such  installations,  also  twelve  permits  for  blast¬ 
ing  and  three  hundred  and  fifty  permits  for  fires  in  open 
air. 


Supervised  drills  and  schooling  in  the  Department 
are  carried  out  the  entire  year.  In  1953  the  entire  fire  de¬ 
partment  completed  a  nine  weeks  course  in  rescue  and 
first  aid  work  given  by  the  American  Red  Cross.

The  following  activities  came  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Harbormaster  during  the  past  year,  1953. 

All  moorings  in  the  river  were  in  use.  Each  boat 
owner  was  required  to  obtain  a  new  mooring  permit  and 
thirty -two  (32)  such  permits  were  issued. 

A  boat  was  reported  stolen  and  another,  which  was 
found  in  the  fall  of  1952,  was  claimed  by  the  owner. 

In  August  a  boat  was  sunk  during  a  flood  tide  and 
was  refloated  by  the  owner  who  found  a  hole  had  been 
punched  in  the  bottom.  The  owner  requested  help  in 
getting  his  boat  to  a  boat  yard  where  it  could  be  repaired. 
The  Braintree  Sea  Scouts  boat  towed  him  to  North  Wey¬ 
mouth. 

In  October  a  boat  was  set  adrift  from  the  floats  at 
the  Braintree  Yacht  Club.  The  Harbormaster  was  called 
by  the  Police  Department  at  5:00  a.  m.  and  the  boat  was 
towed  back  to  the  yacht  club.

Mr.  Frank  L.  Heaney,  who  served  as  chairman  since 
the  Authority  was  organized,  tendered  his  resignation  ef¬ 
fective  May  1,  1953  due  to  business  reasons.  Th's  was 
reluctanFy  accepted,  as  Mr.  Heaney’s  knowledge  and 
leadership  was  of  great  value  to  the  Authority  and  to  the 
Town  of  Braintree. 

Mr.  Fred  E.  Hanson,  who  served  as  Executive  Director 
during  the  entire  construction  period,  tendered  his  resigna¬ 
tion  as  of  February  6,  1953  so  as  to  enjoy  his  remaining 
years  in  retirement.  The  Authority  was  fortunate  to  se¬ 
cure  a  full  time  Director  of  Mr.  Hanson’s  ability  to  handle 
the  various  details  during  the  construction  period. 

Mr.  George  A.  Hitchcock,  one  of  the  original  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Braintree  Housing  Authority,  passed  away  on 
October  8,  1953  in  his  79th  year.  Mr.  Hitchcock,  although 
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in  retirement,  gave  practically  all  his  time  to  the  Authority. 
He  served  as  the  Authority’s  first  Secretary  and  fulfilled 
numerous  assignments  requiring  considerable  time  and  ef¬ 
fort.  On  request  of  the  Authority,  he  served  as  Executive 
Director  during  the  interim  upon  resignation  of  Mr.  Han¬ 
son.  His  thoughtful  and  considrate  judgment  was  always 
sought  by  the  members  of  the  Authority.

CHAPTER  200  PROJECT 

With  the  exception  of  possibly  a  day  between  rentals, 
the  90  single  houses  comprising  50-four  room  and  40-five 
room  dwellings,  have  been  in  continuous  occupancy,  al¬ 
though  there  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in  tenants. 
It  is  imperative  that  the  management  see  that  the  non- 
occupancy  periods  are  held  to  a  minimum,  so  as  to  meet 
fixed  charges  and  operating  expenses.  By  the  same  token, 
the  Authority  must  insist  on  payment  of  rent  when  due. 
If  the  tenant  does  not  meet  his  lease  obligations,  the  Au¬ 
thority,  under  State  directives,  has  no  alternative  other 
than  eviction  proceedings,  which  needless  to  say  are  not 
a  pleasant  task. 

The  exterior  of  all  dwellings  were  painted  during  the 
fall  of  1953  and  through  regular  inspections,  the  houses 
have  been  kept  in  good  repair.  In  this  connection,  it  may 
be  well  to  state  that  repairs  due  to  ordinary  wear  are  made 
without  expense  to  the  tenant;  however,  repairs  to  damage 
caused  by  tenant  negligence,  are  chargeable  to  the  tenant. 

Again  in  1953  some  tenants  have,  through  their  own 
initiative  and  improved  financial  status,  moved  to  their 
own  homes  and  in  so  doing,  have  made  it  possible  for  a 
less  fortunate  veteran  and  family  to  secure  accommoda¬ 
tions  in  the  project. 

UNION  VILLAGE  PROJECT 

The  Authority,  recognizing  the  wishes  of  the  1952 
Town  Meeting,  have  removed  buildings  as  fast  as  condi¬ 
tions  permitted.  As  of  December  31,  1953  eight  build¬ 
ings  have  been  removed  with  four  remaining  that  are 
fully  occupied;  when  this  report  was  written,  there  was  a 
waiting  list  for  admittance. 

The  remaining  buildings  will  be  removed  when  con¬ 
ditions  permit.

All  deeds  and  subdivisions  were  checked  and  plotted 
accordingly  on  Assessors  Plans,  together  with  one  hundred 
and  seventy  five  new  houses,  forty-seven  other  buildings 
and  one  hundred  ninety  additions  and  alterations. 
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Civil  Defense  Agency 

In  spite  of  an  almost  total  lack  of  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  general  public,  the  Civil  Defense  Agency  made 
satisfactory  progress  during  the  year  1953. 

The  Fire  Department  has  continued  to  train  and  equ'p 
auxiliary  firemen  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Fire 
Chief,  has  expanded  the  warning  system.  We  believe  the 
previous  deficiencies  in  the  warning  system  have  now 
been  corrected. 

The  Communications  Department  has  continued  to 
meet  weekly  and  has  added  to  the  personnel  and  equip¬ 
ment  during  the  year.  Under  the  Communications  Di¬ 
rector,  classes  have  been  held  at  the  High  School  and  a 
representative  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commis¬ 
sion  gave  an  examination  at  the  completion  of  the  courses 
for  novice  operator  licenses.  During  the  year,  the  Com¬ 
munications  Department  established  and  successfully 
worked  out  several  communications  problems. 

The  classes  in  the  use  of  the  Geiger  Counters  and 
other  radiological  instruments  have  been  continued  during 
the  year  by  the  Radiological  Department. 

Classes  in  first  aid  instruction  were  held  under  the 
Medical  and  Health  Department  and  a  blood  typing  team 
was  organized  and  operated  in  the  field  in  conjunction 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Diagnostic  Labor¬ 
atory. 

All  Town  departments  who  were  called  on  during  the 
year  to  co-operate  with  the  Civil  Defense  Agency  did  their 
utmost  to  make  their  phase  of  civil  defense  an  active  and 
vital  one.  This  co-operation  is  appreciated  by  everyone 
connected  with  Braintree  Civil  Defense.

Aid,  by  this  Department,  is  rendered  to  veterans,  their 
dependents,  or  dependents  of  deceased  veterans  under 
Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
as  amended,  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Veterans  Services. 

During  the  year  we  have  assisted,  with  direct  aid,  113 
cases  involving  235  people. 

We  have  aided  hundreds  of  persons  in  processing  all 
forms  affecting  settlements,  adjudications,  claims,  insur¬ 
ance,  pensions,  etc.,  establishing  eligibility  rights  of  vet¬ 
erans  and  widows  and  children  of  deceased  veterans  under 
both  State  and  Federal  Laws. 

Hospital  costs  have  risen  from  $10.00  per  day  to 
$14.00  per  day.  This  will  have  a  corresponding  effect 
on  the  care  of  patients  in  Convalescent  Homes.  This  type 
of  aid  is  steadily  increasing  in  this  Department. 

A  free  Notary  Public  and  photostatic  service  is  main¬ 
tained  for  the  benefit  of  Veterans  and  their  families.

In  the  past  year  we  have  maintained  and  improved 
our  existing  facilities.  We  have  enclosed  the  north  side 
of  the  Adams  Street  Playground  with  a  chain  link  fence, 
thus  eliminating  a  serious  accident  hazard,  also  provided 
additional  areas  for  basketball,  tennis  and  Little  League 
basebalj.  Work  has  been  started  on  a  new  playground 
on  land  previously  owned  on  Faxon  Street  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  be  completed  and  opened  for  use  by  next 
summer. 

The  swimming  program  continues  to  grow  and  a  clas^ 
in  adult  instruction,  added  this  year,  proved  both  popular 
and  valuable. 

The  future  presents  a  very  serious  problem  in  that  as 
the  Town’s  population  increases,  so  also  does  the  need  for 
additional  recreation  areas.  The  situation  is  such,  at  the 
present,  that  if  we  do  not  move  to  procure  these  areas  for 
future  development  we  will  soon  find  that  all  available 
space  has  been  taken  for  housing  development.  This  is 
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the  reason  we  are  seeking  to  procure  sites  in  locations 
that  are  badly  in  need  of  playgrounds  and  where  the  areas 
suggested  are  the  only  available  ones  left  that  would  be 
suitable  to  our  needs. 

The  graph  below  will  illustrate  our  per  capita  cost 
of  our  Organized  Play  Program  which  furnishes  super¬ 
vised  play  and  recreation  to  the  children  of  the  Town  dur¬ 
ing  the  months  when  school  is  not  in  session.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  met  regularly  during  1953 
on  the  first,  second  and  fourth  Monday  of  each  month 
except  during  the  summer  months  and  in  addition  held 
many  special  meetings  either  to  accommodate  the  public 
or  to  meet  emergency  situations.  Space  does  not  permit 
a  detailed  account  of  the  many  activities  of  the  Board  at 
those  meetings;  such  details  rest  in  a  complete  record  of 
those  meetings  which  is  regularly  kept  as  a  public  record 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  of  the  departments  in  any  way  under  the  control 
of  the  Selectmen  conducted  normal  operations  within 
their  budget  appropriations  for  the  year  except  on  a  few 
minor  and  unforseen  charges. 

As  in  prior  years  the  Selectmen’s  activities  resolve  in 
large  measure  around  matters  pertaining  to  Highway  ad¬ 
ministration,  construction  and  control,  including  traffic 
regulations,  many  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Police 
Department  and  matters  coming  before  them  sitting  in 
their  capacity  as  a  Licensing  Board. 
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Connected  with  the  general  problems  of  the  Highway 
Department,  The  Board  has  given  much  attention  to  the 
completion  of  streets  in  development  sub-divisions.  In 
several  cases,  by  claims  or  legal  action  against  the  develop¬ 
ers’  surety  bond,  the  required  construction  work  has  been 
obtained.  There  are  still  pending  two  law  actions,  auth¬ 
orized  by  the  Selectmen,  to  recover  on  such  bonds  where 
the  work  has  not  been  satisfactorily  completed. 

There  have  been  many  modifications  by  amendment 
to  our  Traffic  Rules  in  an  effort  to  satisfy  that  portion  of 
the  public  abutting  on  certain  streets  without  unduly  im¬ 
peding  the  flow  of  necessary  business  traffic.  Improve¬ 
ments  on  these  Traffic  Rules  at  various  points  in  the  Town 
are  almost  constantly  under  study.  While  the  Board  does 
not  control  traffic  regulations  on  our  State  Highways,  we 
have,  on  receipt  of  complaints  from  a  neighborhood  abut¬ 
ting  on  a  State  Highway,  used  our  influence,  so  far  as 
possible,  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
obtain  proper  traffic  regulations  at  those  points. 

The  Selectmen,  at  the  suggestion  of  and  in  cooperation 
with  the  Merchants  Associations,  have  arranged,  through 
the  Highway  Department,  to  post  at  strategic  intersec¬ 
tions  in  the  Town  DIRECTIONAL  SIGNS  which  have  been 
found  to  be  of  substantial  assistance  to  travelers  on  our 
highways. 

The  work  as  a  Licensing  Board  continues  to  be  one 
of  our  most  important  functions.  We  intend  to  require 
high  standards  from  our  Alcoholic  Beverages  licenses  both 
with  reference  to  cleanliness  and  appearance  of  their  es¬ 
tablishments  and  also  with  respect  to  firm  adherence  to 
the  law  controlling  that  business.  Before  issuing  renewal 
licenses  all  licensees  were  required  to  meet  high  standards 
of  inspection.  There  were  only  three  hearings  on  alleged 
violations  of  the  Liquor  Control  Act.  In  one  case  there 
was  a  finding  of  “NOT  GUILTY.”  In  the  two  cases,  on 
a  “GUILTY”  finding,  disciplinary  action  was  taken.  In 
connection  with  this  function,  while  we  do  not  believe  that 
“Juvenile  Delinquency”  in  Braintree  is  at  a  high  level, 
there  are  instances  in  which  juveniles  may  be  affected  by 
liquor  purchased  from  our  licensees  without  our  knowl¬ 
edge,  or,  as  we  believe  more  likely,  at  agencies  outside 
of  the  Town.  In  either  case  it  would  be  of  great  assist¬ 
ance  to  our  Licensing  Board  and  Enforcement  Agencies 
if  parents,  interested  in  the  welfare  of  their  children, 
would  report  to  us  any  known  violations. 
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The  Selectmen  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  on  their 
invitation  the  townspeople  attended  an  impressive  and 
dignified  “THANKSGIVING”  ceremony  on  the  occasion 
of  the  “KOREAN  ARMISTICE”. 

The  Selectmen  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  cooper¬ 
ation  of  all  Town  departments  with  whom  we  have  been 
in  contact  and  solicit  suggestions  from  the  public  as  to 
any  measures  we  might  take  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Town.

There  are  several  categories  of  assistance  under  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  namely:  Old  Age  Assistance, 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Disability  Assistance  and 
General  Relief.  The  requirements  for  expenditures  de¬ 
creased  in  1953  in  all  categories  except  in  the  new  pro¬ 
gram  of  Disability  Assistance.  As  a  result  of  those  lower 
expenditures  we  are  pleased  that  we  are  in  a  position  to 
return  to  the  Town  $75,000.00  Federal  Grants  money  for 
use  to  reduce  the  total  town  appropriation  for  1954.  We 
also  have  the  Town  Infirmary.  The  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  is  the  State  Agency  responsible  to  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  under  the  Social  Security  Act.  Statutes 
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are  set  up  to  cover  all  categories.  Need  has  to  be  estab¬ 
lished  in  every  case  and  the  grants  are  given  in  accordance 
with  a  budgetary  system  to  fit  the  circumstances  under 
which  the  recipients  are  living.  Each  year  there  are 
changes  in  the  laws  which  have  to  be  adhered  to.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  laws,  the  State  Agency  also  issues  rules  and 
regulations  under  which  we  operate.  Higher  rates  have 
been  established  for  hospitals,  doctors  and  visiting  nurse 
visits. 


Old  Age  Assistance:  Chapter  801  of  the  Acts  of  1951 
stipulates  assistance  shall  be  at  not  less  than  the  following 
rates:  in  the  case  of  an  individual  living  outside  a  family 
group,  not  less  than  $75.00  monthly;  in  the  case  of  any 
other  person,  not  less  than  $55.00  monthly.  In  addition 
there  is  an  item  known  as  “Leisure  Time  Activities”  of 
$4.00  per  month.  Any  available  resources  are  deducted. 
Recoveries  under  the  recently  established  lien  law  amount¬ 
ed  to  $4,302.24.  The  grants  to  the  recipients  amounted 
to  $265,446.66,  most  of  which  is  reimbursed  by  the  Fed¬ 
eral  and  State  Governments.  The  Town’s  liability  was 
$39,128.29.  In  addition  to  these  grants,  on  the  basis  of 
settlement  laws,  we  paid  other  cities  and  towns  $5,261.43 
and  billed  them  $8,517.18. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  The  purpose  of  this  pro¬ 
gram  is  to  provide  assistance  for  children  in  need.  It  is 
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given  to  families  of  widows;  in  cases  of  divorces  and  legal 
separations ;  where  the  parent  is  physically  incapacitated ; 
has  deserted,  or  is  incarcerated.  The  physically  incap- 
pacitated  parent  is  included  in  the  family  budget  and  re¬ 
ceives  full  medical  costs.  The  expenditures  are  partici¬ 
pated  in  by  the  Federal,  State  and  Local  Governments. 
The  total  expended  was  $37,722.50  of  which  the  Town’s 
share  was  $8,820.63. 


Disability  Assistance:  This  is  the  only  category  in 
which  there  was  an  increase  in  either  the  caseload  or  the 
expenditures,  both  of  which  increased.  It  is  a  new  pro¬ 
gram,  becoming  effective  on  November  1,  1951,  aiding 
persons  totally  and  permanently  disabled.  The  medical 
determination  is  made  by  a  medical  review  team  working 
under  the  State  Agency.  In  1953  the  cases  increased  from 
11  to  17  and  the  expenditures  from  $6,112,41  to  $11,- 
441.64,  for  grants  to  recipients  and  medical.  The  Com¬ 
monwealth  reimburses  75  per  cent  of  the  expenditures 
which  includes  the  Federal  participation.  The  local  share 
amounted  to  $2,860.41.  We  recovered  $283.31  on  a  Grant 
of  Lien. 

General  Relief:  Cases  not  eligible  for  other  types  of 
assistance  are  cared  for  under  this  category.  Several  of 
the  cases  we  were  assisting  have  been  approved  for  the  new 
program  of  Disability  Assistance  and  are  now  receiving 
such  aid.  We  had  very  few  cases  of  straight  unemploy¬ 
ment;  most  of  these  cases  were  aided  for  only  short  periods 
of  time.  We  continued  to  have  the  cases  of  broken  homes, 
desertion  of  the  parents  and  neglect  of  the  parent  to  sup¬ 
port.  Many  of  such  cases  are  referred  to  us  by  the  Courts. 
We  have  to  assume  the  hospital  and  medical  charges  on 
‘'medically  indigent”  cases.  There  was  an  expenditure  of 
$8,460.67  for  aid  by  the  Town  itself.  Under  the  settle¬ 
ment  laws  there  are  charges  of  $10,340.30  by  the  State 
and  other  cities  and  towns  for  assistance  rendered  to  chil¬ 
dren,  families,  hospitals  and  clinics  throughout  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  on  Braintree  settled  cases  making  a  total  ex¬ 
penditure  of  $18,800.97.  Our  records  show  receiving  80 
notices  on  the  basis  of  the  settlement  laws,  from  the  State 
and  other  Cities  and  Towns,  covering  assistance  rendered 
to  welfare  cases  and  in  the  various  hospitals. 

Continued  eligibility  is  determined  in  all  cases  by 
periodic  revisits  to  the  homes,  and  reinvestigations. 
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Town  Infirmary:  The  Infirmary  affords  us  a  place 
to  admit  persons  or  families  falling  into  distress  for  any 
reason.  Many  times  we  have  had  to  allow  evicted  families 
in  there,  and  other  circumstances  have  warranted  other 
families  being  admitted.  The  principal  purpose  of  the 
Infirmary  is  to  house  homeless  persons  and  those  with  an 
infirmity  or  disability  preventing  them  from  earning  a 
livelihood.  All  inmates  must  be  capable  of  taking  care  of 
themselves.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  nine 
inmates,  most  of  the  year  eight,  and  the  end  of  the  year, 
seven.  A  superintendent  and  a  matron  operate  this  In¬ 
firmary.  The  net  expenditure  for  general  operating  costs 
for  1953  was  $5,447.98.  There  was  also  an  expenditure  of 
$3,322.75  for  painting  the  exterior  of  the  building,  other 
general  repairs  inside  and  on  the  outside,  and  for  exten¬ 
sive  alterations  and  repairs  performed  at  the  direction  of 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Safety.  The  Town  has 
been  reimbursed  during  the  year  $550.00  from  inmates 
trom  Social  Security  and  pension  money,  and  an  evicted 
family  for  shelter.  We  had  two  unsettled  cases  in  the 
Infirmary  part  of  the  year  for  which  the  State  reimbursed 
$414. 6^  and  $63.50  respectively,  making  a  total  of  $478.10.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN

January  1  launches  a  New  Year,  and  this  is  tradi¬ 
tionally  a  time  for  making  resolutions  and  thinking  of  the 
future.  However,  at  the  moment,  the  year  just  ended 
seems  far  more  important  to  the  library  department  than 
the  one  ahead  and  it  presents  the  necessity  for  reviewing 
past  years’  dreams  in  the  light  of  actual  accomplishments. 

November  3,  1953  will  be  remembered  as  an  im¬ 
portant  date  in  the  history  of  the  Thayer  Public  Library 
for  on  that  date  the  long  awaited  new  Library  building 
was  dedicated  in  the  presence  of  Congressman  Wiggles- 
worth,  Governor  Herter  and  other  state  and  town  of¬ 
ficials.  The  one  note  common  to  the  remarks  of  all  the 
speakers  on  that  afternoon  was  the  importance  of  the 
public  library  to  the  American  democratic  system,  and 
to  the  education  of  our  citizens.  Selectman  Hollis  said 
that  ‘As  long  as  free  public  libraries  exist  in  America, 
will  America  be  free  of  all  who  wish  to  destroy  our  way 
of  life” ;  Milton  E.  Lord,  director  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  called  the  library  “a  weapon  of  democracy” ; 
Philip  J.  McNiff  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Library 
Association,  added  that  the  “Library  will  help  to  educate 
the  young  and  old  of  the  community,  aid  them  in  their 
search  for  truth,  add  to  their  enjoyment  of  life  and  carry 
the  torch  of  freedom  in  our  society  today” ;  and  Governor 
Herter  spoke  of  the  library  as  an  integrated  part  of  the 
educational  system  and  an  essential  in  the  education  you 
are  striving  to  give  your  children.”

OPEN  HOUSE 


The  tablet  chosen  by  the  American  Legion  as  a  gift 
to  the  library  carried  out  this  note  of  American  freedom 
and  democracy  still  further. 

It  was  especially  fitting  that  “The  American’s  Creed” 
be  placed  on  the  wall  of  the  reading  room  for  young  adults, 
as  a  permanent  reminder  of  allegiance  to  their  country. 

This  was  truly  a  day  for  the  Townspeople ;  their 
library  was  being  dedicated;  their  Governor  and  guests 
commended  their  foresight.  Students  from  all  the  second¬ 
ary  schools  in  Braintree  had  a  part  in  the  proceedings; 
they  helped  with  the  ushering  and  guiding  at  the  Open 
House;  and  furnished  the  music  which  made  such  an  out- 
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standing  contribution  to  the  program.  Friends  sent  beauti¬ 
ful  floral  arrangements  and  plants  which  gave  a  festive 
air  to  the  building.  Young  and  old,  came  to  the  Open 
House  during  the  afternoon  and  evening,  and  it  was  thrill¬ 
ing  to  the  Library  Staff  to  hear  their  comments.  After 
weeks  of  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  Building  Commit¬ 
tee,  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  citizens  are  truly 
pleased  and  have  accepted  the  library  as  something  of 
which  they  are  justly  proud.  Just  one  remark  shows 
this  feeling  '‘This  is  the  best  thing  which  has  happened  to 
the  Town  of  Braintree  in  years/'  At  Christmas,  a  borrower, 
after  seeing  the  building  for  the  first  time,  showed  his 
real  appreciation  when  he  said  “The  citizens  of  Braintree 
couldn't  have  a  better  Christmas  present  than  this." 

In  speaking  of  the  children's  department,  Mrs.  Blair, 
the  children's  librarian,  says  “The  most  important  thing 
I  have  noticed  is  the  appreciation  of  the  children  for  their 
new  room,  they  really  like  it  and  they  take  good  care  of  it. 
They  like  the  colored  windows,  especially  the  one  of 
Joan  of  Arc  as  evidenced  by  their  demand  for  the  stories 
about  her."  Since  the  opening  of  the  new  building,  the 
children  have  been  coming  in  droves;  they  have  been 
bringing  their  fathers  and  mothers  to  see  their  own  library ; 
they  have  a  real  pride  in  showing  off  their  room.  During 
November  and  December  there  was  a  daily  circulation 
averaging  300  books,  in  the  children's  department  alone. 

“The  colors  are  so  soft  and  restful."  “What  beauti¬ 
ful  draperies!"  “What  an  unusual  design  and  so  fitting 
for  a  budding  of  this  type."  These  are  the  most  frequent 
comments  made  by  borrowers  and  visitors  both  women  and 
men,  when  first  stepping  into  the  main  rooms.  The  li¬ 
brary  staff  is  to  be  congratulated  on  their  taste  in  the 
choice  of  colors  and  designs,  for  it  was  the  staff  who  made 
these  decisions.  They  are  most  grateful  to  Mr.  George 
Moore,  until  recently  a  resident  of  Braintree  Highlands 
and  an  interior  decorator  at  R.  H.  White  Co.  He  was  most 
generous  with  his  time  and  suggestions  and  the  samples 
which  he  brought  for  the  staff  to  consider.  The  draperies 
do  indeed  give  an  informal  homelike  atmosphere  and 
without  them  the  rooms  would  seem  bare. 

One  of  the  most  noticeable  improvements  as  far  as 
the  adults  and  young  people  are  concerned  is  the  greater 
ease  with  which  they  can  find  books  for  themselves.  Once 
they  have  found  out  the  arrangement  of  the  types  of  books, 
a  borrower  can  look  in  the  catalog,  note  the  number  and

then  locate  the  book  on  the  shelf  without  asking  assistance 
from  a  staff  member.  This  leaves  the  staff  free  to  spend 
more  time  and  thought  in  finding  the  answers  to  serious 
reference  questions. 

Miss  Handy,  the  Young  Adult’s  Librarian,  has  noted 
with  especial  interest  that  the  young  people  are  truly 
acquiring  the  library  habit.  The  same  students  come  in 
day  after  day,  and  they  find  the  arrangement  of  the  refer¬ 
ence  books  in  the  same  alcove  with  their  recreational 
reading  very  satisfactory.  It  is  almost  as  easy  for  them  to 
use  the  Readers’  Guide  and  the  Essay  Index  as  it  is  for 
them  to  say  the  alphabet.  The  number  of  students  using 
the  reference  room  for  study  is  increasing  daily,  for  they 
find  that  there  is  plenty  of  space  to  sit  down  and  tables 
to  write  on.  It  is  not  unusual  for  a  student  to  use  20-30 
back  cop’es  of  magazines  after  using  the  Readers’  Guide 
in  the  course  of  writing  a  source  theme;  or  a  senior  topic 
on  all  aspects  of  some  subject  such  as  Italy  will  send  the 
non-f'ction  circulation  up  to  over  250  in  a  single  day.  Now 
that  the  school  and  college  catalogs  and  vocational  guid¬ 
ance  pamphlets  are  within  reach  of  the  borrower,  rather 
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than  tucked  in  a  corner  where  only  the  staff  could  get  at 
them,  their  use  has  also  increased. 

The  young  people  have  shown  so  far  a  fine  spirit  of 
courtesy  and  appreciativeness.  In  a  time  when  many 
communities  are  troubled  with  the  difficult  challenge  of 
delinquency,  it  has  been  gratifying  to  serve  young  people 
mature  enough  to  make  intelligent  use  of  their  advantages. 
When  young  people  make  remarks  such  as  “I  hate  to  leave 
the  library,  it  is  so  beautiful/’  one  feels  it  is  worthwhile 
to  have  an  attractive  and  artistic  place  which  will  help 
to  bring  a  sense  of  beauty  into  their  lives. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  library,  we  are  in  a 
position  to  offer  additional  services  to  the  people  of  Brain¬ 
tree.  For  those  interested  in  local  history  research,  we 
now  have  a  Microfilm  machine  for  the  purpose  of  reading 
the  films  of  the  old  Braintree  Observers.  We  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  have  microfilmed  each  year  a  few  of  the  bound 
volumes  of  the  Observers  until  we  have  a  complete  file 
on  microfilm  from  the  earliest  papers  to  date. 

The  Music  Room  has  caused  great  interest  among 
those  who  have  visited  the  library.  When  will  the  records 
be  ready  to  circulate?  Do  you  have  the  Nutcracker  Suite; 
do  you  have  the  complete  opera  “Carmen”?  How  long 
shall  we  be  able  to  keep  records?  Just  as  soon  as  the 
staff  is  through  with  the  end  of  the  year  records  and  re¬ 
ports  which  have  to  be  written,  we  shall  work  on  the  or¬ 
ganizing  and  processing  of  the  record  collection.  We 
have  already  purchased  thirty-two  records  and  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  add  to  the  collection  during  the  year  until 
we  have  an  adequate  library  of  both  recorded  music  and 
non-musical  recordings  such  as  poetry  and  plays.  A  few 
of  the  titles  which  the  library  now  owns  will  interest  the 
townspeople :

For  use  throughout  the  building  there  is  a  Bogen  Record 
Player,  which  can  be  used  for  group  listening  in  the  chil¬ 
dren’s  room  or  in  the  auditorium.  At  Christmas  time  it 
was  very  pleasant  to  hear  throughout  the  reading  rooms 
the  soft  music  of  Christmas  carols  playing  from  the  Music 
Room.  It  did  not  seem  to  disturb  the  borrowers,  rather 
it  was  much  appreciated.  As  soon  as  the  Music  Room 
itself  is  equipped  with  shelving  for  the  records  and  music 
books,  it  will  be  open  on  certain  afternoons  a  week  when 
people  may  go  and  listen  to  records  of  their  own  choosing 
without  disturbing  others,  on  the  player  with  earphones. 

The  opening  of  the  New  Main  Library  Building  is 
the  most  important  accomplishment  of  the  year  1953, 
and  we  want  to  stress  the  fact  that  this  building  is  open 
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to  all  the  citizens  of  the  town,  no  matter  in  what  part  of 
the  town  they  reside.  We  hope  that  everyone  will  find 
some  way  to  come  to  visit  his  library  during  the  coming 
year.  Yet,  the  three  branches  play  an  important  part  in 
the  work  of  the  library.  There  are  many  borrowers  who 
have  no  means  of  getting  to  the  central  library,  and  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Library  Board,  and  the  Librarian  and 
Staff  to  provide  adequate  quarters  and  book  stock  in  lo¬ 
calities  where  they  will  be  most  accessible  to  the  greatest 
number  of  people.  If,  sometimes,  it  may  seem  that  the 
branches  do  not  get  what  new  equipment  and  books  they 
need,  it  is  mainly  for  lack  of  funds,  not  for  lack  of  interest 
and  desire  on  the  part  of  those  who  administer  the  library 
system.  If  there  were  more  money  available  it  would  be 
possible  to  provide  extra  space  which  is  badly  needed  in 
the  Braintree  and  East  Braintree  Branches,  more  com¬ 
fortable  and  convenient  furnishings  for  East  Braintree, 
(this  branch  is  almost  unbearably  hot  in  the  summer  time) 
and  more  books  for  all. 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  that  we  report 
unexpected  improvements  in  the  Highlands  Branch.  Since 
the  establishment  of  the  Highlands  station  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  in  the  rear  of  the  Library  Building  23  years  ago, 
the  growth  of  this  locality  has  made  larger  quarters  neces¬ 
sary.  Plans  were  made  for  a  new  and  separate  building; 
however,  as  an  economy  measure  the  present  building  was 
enlarged  to  provide  the  needed  space  for  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  and  at  the  same  time  provide  extra  space  for  the 
Branch  Library.  The  Highlands  now  has  an  attractive 
branch  library  with  more  shelf  space ;  storage  space,  and 
rest  rooms  for  the  librarians,  as  well  as  an  arrangement 
easier  to  supervise.  During  the  construction  work,  it  was 
necessary  to  move  the  branch,  and  the  Library  is  grateful 
to  the  School  Department  for  the  use  of  the  Cafeteria  in 
the  Highlands  School  during  the  summer  months;  when 
school  upened  in  the  fall  the  construction  was  not  finished, 
so  it  was  necessary  to  have  the  books  packed  and  stored 
in  the  school  until  late  October.  As  far  as  the  children 
were  concerned,  the  location  of  the  library  at  the  Play¬ 
ground  was  a  convenience,  and  we  shall  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  sending  collections  of  books  to  this  Play¬ 
ground  another  summer  and  in  this  way  continue  to 
reach  children  who  live  too  far  to  come  to  the  branch. 

In  thinking  of  the  future,  our  responsibilities  do  not 
end  with  the  completion  of  the  new  building.  Rather  do 
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they  increase  and  we  are  confronted  with  a  great  chal¬ 
lenge.  We  cannot  live  up  to  the  praises  of  the  dedication 
speakers  without  increasing  our  service  to  the  citizens  of 
Braintree,  and  we  cannot  do  this  without  increasing  our 
funds  so  that  we  can  purchase  more  books  to  meet  the 
increasing  variety  of  demands.  A  fine  building  is  a  mere 
shell  unless  it  has  contents  to  match.  The  Librarian  and 
each  one  of  the  staff  will  accept  the  challenge  and  do  her 
utmost  to  see  that  the  interest  in  the  library  continue  and 
that  the  circulation  continue  to  increase  by  trying  to  satisfy 
the  requests  of  each  borrower.  Normally  December  is  a 
quiet  month  at  the  library  with  Christmas  and  New  Year 
preparations  keeping  borrowers  busy,  with  no  time  for 
reading.  This  year,  however,  December  was  a  more  active 
month  than  November  and  the  circulation  at  the  Main 
Library  was  372S  or  32  per  cent  more  than  December 
1952.  This  shows  a  constant  trend  of  increase  in  the  use 
of  the  library,  since  the  new  building  was  opened. 

The  library  has  many  friends  and  in  addition  to  gifts 
already  mentioned  elsewhere,  we  should  like  especially  to 
acknowledge  the  following:

I  hereby  submit 'the  annual  report  for  the  year  1953. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  again  been  made  this  year 
on  the  general  care  and  planting  of  new  trees,  to  replace 
those  lost  through  disease  and  other  causes.  In  1953,  I 
planted  106  trees  throughout  the  Town  of  Braintree.  The 
Braintree  tree  bank  was  started  in  1953.  We  have,  at  this 
date,  360  trees  started  in  the  bank  which  will,  in  the  near 
future,  be  ready  for  planting  whenever  necessary.  I  trust 
this  program  will  be  continued  to  enable  the  town  to  fully 
realize  its  goal  of  being  able  to  replace  all  lost  trees  and 
to  plant  new  trees  on  newly  developed  and  accepted  streets 
New  trees  were  planted  in  1953  on  the  following  streets: 
Parkside  Avenue,  Washington  Street,  Tremont  Street,  Cen¬ 
tral  Avenue,  River  Street,  Walnut  Street,  Hancock  Street, 
Safford  Street,  Arthur  Street,  Howie  Road,  Pond  Street, 
Shepard  Avenue,  Gale  Avenue,  Blake  Street,  and  Bradley

The  Town  of  Braintree  appropriated  $6,000  for  mos¬ 
quito  control  in  1953.  This  money  was  used  for  mosquito 
control  in  the  town  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control 
Project,  a  cooperative  program  for  mosquito  control,  em¬ 
bracing  the  towns  of  Braintree,  Weymouth,  Hingham,  Co¬ 
hasset,  and  Hull,  and  the  city  of  Quincy.  The  money  has 
been  budgeted  to  carry  through  until  May,  1954,  so  that 
important  early  spring  control  work  can  be  effectively 
carried  out  before  1954  appropriations  become  available. 

Type  of  Control  Program  Instituted 

A  control  program  designed  to  wipe  out  the  majority 
of  the  mosquitoes  while  they  are  in  the  larval  or  “wig- 
gler”  stage  in  the  water  was  chosen.  This  type  of  control 
has  been  shown  to  be  most  effective  and  most  economical 
by  experience  in  New  England,  elsewhere  in  the  United 
States,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  It  is  felt  that  such 
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a  program,  carried  forward  on  a  scientific  basis,  will 
afford  better  control  at  less  cost  than  a  program  of  com¬ 
batting  the  adult  mosquitoes  after  they  have  emerged, 
spread,  and  begun  to  bite. 

The  program  depends  on  drainage  to  reduce  breed¬ 
ing  areas  to  a  minimum,  chemical  treatment  of  water 
which  breeds  mosquitoes  and  cannot  be  drained,  and  pro¬ 
vision  for  adult  control  in  situations  where  the  above 
methods  cannot  be  used,  such  as  near  water  supplies 
and  fish  streams  and  when  control  is  difficult  because  of 
terrain  or  difficult  weather  conditions  such  as  were  ex¬ 
perienced  this  past  spring. 

A  control  program  such  as  this  builds  up  in  efficiency 
as  time  goes  on,  since  drainage  is  improved,  more  of  the 
smaller  and  troublesome  breeding  areas  are  found  and 
dealt  with,  and  a  gradual  cumulataive  effect  of  D.D.T.  or 
a  reduction  of  population  is  noted. 

Types  of  Mosquitoes  and  Controls  Used 

In  general,  there  are  four  types  of  mosquitoes  in  this 
area :  spring  fresh  water  forms,  salt  water  and  brackish 
water  breeders,  house  mosquitoes,  and  flood  water  mos¬ 
quitoes. 

The  spring  fresh  water  mosquitoes  breed,  in  gen¬ 
eral,  in  water  resulting  from  melting  snow  and  spring 
rains.  This  water  collects  in  woodland  swamps  and  pools 
and  overflows  from  streams. 

The  treatment  for  these  forms  is  early  spring  aerial 
spray  for  large  areas  and  simultaneous  ground  treatment 
with  pack  sprayer  in  smaller  areas.  In  addition,  a  new 
technique,  pre-hatch  dusting  in  the  winter,  will  be  util¬ 
ized.  This  promises  to  become  a  major  factor  in  the 
control  of  these  mosquitoes. 

Salt  and  brackish  water  mosquitoes  breed  in  areas 
flooded  by  the  tides,  or  formerly  flooded  and  now  wet  by 
rains.  The  species  involved  depend  on  the  concentration 
of  salt  in  the  water. 

The  keystone  of  control  of  the  salt  and  brackish 
water  breeders  is  drainage  which  is  in  existence  on  most 
of  our  salt  marshes  and,  in  many  cases,  only  needs  to  be 
put  in  good  shape  after  the  winter  storms  have  blocked 
the  ditches  with  debris.  Treatment  of  areas  found  to  be 
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breeding  is  done  on  the  ground  by  pack  sprayer.  In  brack¬ 
ish  areas  which  are  not  washed  continually  by  tides,  pre¬ 
hatch  dusting  may  prove  t>o  be  valuable. 

House  mosquitoes  breed  in  many  types  of  standing 
water  during  the  summer,  especially  in  containers  around 
the  yard,  around  dumps,  in  catch  basins,  in  quarries,  and 
in  polluted  streams  and  ponds.  Treatment  is  by  pack 
sprayers.  These  mosquitoes  breed  continuously,  so  such 
water,  especially  if  polluted,  is  best  kept  toxic  to  mosquito 
larvae  at  all  times  in  the  breeding  season. 

Flood  water  mosquitoes  breed  in  the  flood  plains,  on 
rivers  or  streams,  and  in  such  places  as  roadside  ditches 
or  pools.  These  mosquitoes  breed  in  the  water  present 
after  heavy  summer  rains,  hatching  occurring  after  each 
considerable  rain.  Ground  treatment  by  pack  sprayer 
may  be  used  against  these  forms.  Pre-hatch  treatment 
seems  to  be  a  very  efficient  method,  from  recent  tests. 


Survey  of  Breeding  Areas 

Actual  operations  started  on  April  13,  1953,  after 
Lewis  F.  Wells,  Jr.,  a  qualified  entomologist,  with  train¬ 
ing  and  experience  in  mosquito  control  was  appointed 
Superintendent.  Organization  of  the  project  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners  had  preceded  this. 

A  survey  of  the  entire  area,  aimed  at  mapping  as 
many  breeding  areas  as  possible,  was  carried  on  by  Mr. 
Wells  and  Mr.  Frank  Bennett,  an  inspector  from  the  East 
Middlesex  Mosquito  Control  Project.  All  swamp  land 
shown  on  the  topographical  map  and  much  not  shown  was 
sampled  for  mosquito  larvae  by  dipping  a  bit  of  water 
from  the  swamp  and  examining  for  the  “wigglers.” 


Treatment 

The  first  aerial  spray  was  applied  to  725  acres  in  the 
town  from  April  25  to  May  8.  A  second  aerial  spray  was 
applied  to  314  acres  from  June  19  to  June  25.  The  appli¬ 
cation  of  the  aerial  spray,  although  more  than  three 
weeks  too  late,  effected  a  substantial  reduction  in  the 
mosquitoes  emerging  from  the  swamps  after  one  of  the 
wettest  springs  on  record.  To  control  some  of  the  adults 
that  escaped  the  spray,  a  limited  amount  of  mist-blowing 
was  carried  on  in  certain  areas. 
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Ground  treatment  was  begun  on  May  18  with  pack 
sprayers  and  trucks  borrowed  from  the  East  Middlesex 
Mosquito  Control  Project.  Ground  crews  went  from  area 
to  area  throughout  the  season,  treating  places  found  to  be 
breeding.  Wherever  complaints  were  received,  an  at¬ 
tempt  was  made  to  locate  the  breeding  area  and  continue 
treatment  until  the  breeding  was  eliminated. 

With  the  close  of  the  breeding  season,  attention  was 
turned  to  drainage.  Some  3,100  feet  of  ditches  have  been 
opened  in  the  town,  and  this  work  will  continue  during 
the  winter  together  with  pre-hatch  dusting.  The  con¬ 
tinued  ditching  of  swamps  and  marshes  and  cleaning  of 
streams  will  eventually  result  in  a  substantial  reduction 
of  mosquito-breeding  areas. 

Progress  Achieved 

Since  it  was  necessary  to  wait  until  after  Town  Meet¬ 
ings  were  concluded  before  the  project  could  be  organ¬ 
ized,  the  first  year’s  results  were  bound  to  be  somewhat 
disappointing.  However,  great  strides  have  been  made  in 
mapping  of  the  area  and  in  getting  to  know  the  trouble 
spots.  A  continuation  of  the  program  will  enable  the 
work  to  be  carried  on  much  more  effectively  another  year.

The  authority  of  the  Planning  Board  is  derived  from 
the  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Sections  81A  to  81GG,  in¬ 
clusive.  The  Planning  Board  has  supervision  over  de¬ 
velopments  to  control  layout  of  ways,  sewerage,  drainage, 
and  utilities.  The  laws  relating  to  municipal  planning 
and  subdivision  control  have  been  revised  on  numerous 
occasions,  the  most  drastic  amendments  having  been  made 
in  1947  and  in  1953.  These  amendments  have  coincided 
with  one  of  the  greatest  building  booms  in  the  history  of 
the  country.  Strong  subdivision  control  laws  are  neces¬ 
sary  during  such  periods  to  properly  protect  the  taxpayers 
and  prospective  home  owners. 
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During  the  past  year  there  have  been  fewer  subdivi¬ 
sion  applications  than  in  several  previous  years.  This  may 
be  due  in  part  to  a  general  reduction  in  the  rate  of  build¬ 
ing,  but  also,  to  the  activity  of  the  board  in  requiring  de¬ 
velopers  to  fulfill  their  requirements  to  the  Town  with 
regard  to  streets  and  utilities.  Much  of  the  board’s  time 
comprises  discussions  with  prospective  developers  and 
their  engineers,  regarding  the  requirements  which  must  be 
met  before  an  application  for  a  subdivision  is  accepted. 
Conferences  are  held  at  various  times  with  other  Town 
departments  and  special  committees,  in  order  that  the 
work  will  be  co-ordinated  and  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town  safeguarded. 

Our  regular  meetings  are  held  on  the  third  Monday 
of  each  month,  but  additional  special  meetings  are  held 
as  required,  usually  on  Monday  evenings. 

Considerable  time  and  effort  have  been  given  by 

members  of  the  board  in  considering  the  route  of  the 
proposed  Southeast  Expressway  and  its  effect  on  the 
Town.  If,  as  proposed  by  the  Commonwealth,  this  major 
highway  will  terminate  temporarily  at  Capens  Bridge,  the 
traffic  through  Braintree  will  be  most  difficult  to  handle. 
At  the  request  of  this  board,  the  Selectmen  authorized  the 
Town  Counsel  to  attend  a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed 
layout  of  this  highway  and  urge  that,  if  the  original  con¬ 
struction  could  not  be  carried  through  the  Town,  possibly 
by  a  more  desirable  route,  it  be  terminated  at  a  location 
where  a  lesser  traffic  hazard  would  result. 

In  addition  to  the  public  hearings  on  subdivision  ap¬ 
plications,  a  hearing  was  held,  as  is  required  by  law,  on 
March  5,  1953,  on  all  articles  in  the  Town  Warrant  having 
to  do  with  new  street  layouts  and  changes  in  zoning. 

At  the  1953  Town  Meeting,  new  streets  totalling 
more  than  2,100  feet  in  length  and  including  utilities  and 
sidewalks  were  accepted  by  the  Town  and  at  no  cost  to 
the  Town.  These  streets  were  in  subdivisions  previously 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  have  the 
Planning  Board  map  and  the  Zoning  map  revised  and 
brought  up  to  date.  As  this  report  is  being  prepared,  we 
are  in  the  process  of  revising  our  rules  and  regulations  to 
conform  with  the  1953  revisions  and  amendments  to  the 
General  Laws  on  Planning  and  Subdivision  Control. 
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We  herewith  express  our  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  of  other  Town  departments  and  particularly, 
to  our  ex-officio  member,  Mr.  John  J.  Drinkwater,  Town 
Engineer,  and  his  staff.

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the 
Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1953. 

The  installation  of  the  new  7500  Kw.  turbo-generator 
which  was  commenced  last  year  was  completed  in  April 
and  this  turbine  has  been  in  continuous  operation  for  the 
past  six  months.  The  addition  of  this  new  generator  in- 
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creases  the  station  capacity  to  a  total  of  23,000  Kw.  This 
new  equipment  has  improved  the  efficiency  of  the  plant. 
A  New  300,000  cm  3  conductor  15  K.V.  cable  was  installed 
from  the  plant  on  Allen  Street  to  the  Pearl  Street  sub¬ 
station.  This  will  give  the  Department  a  new  feeder  to 
take  care  of  the  estimated  load  growth  in  the  South 
Braintree  section.  Construction  on  the  new  13.8  K.V.  un¬ 
derground  duct  system  from  Pearl  Street  to  Plain  Street 
sub-station  was  started  in  December  and  will  be  ready  for 
the  cable  installation  next  year.  When  this  section  is  com¬ 
pleted  it  will  eliminate  all  the  overhead  13.8  K.V.  high 
tension  lines  on  Braintree  highways. 

This  year  the  street  lighting  has  received  special 
attention.  The  old  street  light  fixtures  on  Washington 
Street  have  been  replaced  with  new  18,000  lumens  mer¬ 
cury  lamps.  The  street  lighting  on  Quincy  Avenue  and  the 
Capen’s  Bridge  section  are  being  improved  with  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  new  mercury  luminaires.  New  poles  and  mercury 
luminaires  have  been  ordered  by  the  Light  Department  to 
improve  the  street  lighting  around  the  Town  Hall  and  old 
library  building  and  will  be  installed  early  in  the  Spring. 

Several  new  line  extensions  have  been  added  this 
year  to  serve  the  new  housing  developments.  The  largest 
one  has  99  units,  located  in  the  Braintree  Highlands  sec¬ 
tion.  Another  is  located  in  East  Braintree  with  25  units 
and  several  smaller  ones  in  other  sections  of  the  Town.  In 
all  we  have  added  200  new  services,  increasing  our  total 
number  of  services  to  7839  as  of  December  31,  1953. 

The  Maximum  Peak  Demand  for  this  year  was  12,400 
Kw.  and  this  occurred  on  December  17,  1953.

To  the  Citizens  of  Braintree: 

The  increasing  cost  of  operation  has  continued 
through  1953  to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  been  necessary 
for  us  to  curtail  our  much  needed  main  pipe  extension, 
whereas  our  budget  contained  an  item  of  approximately 
$32,000.00  for  this  purpose  in  1953,  and  we  have  been  able 
to  spend  $22,400.00  on  main  pipe  extension. 

We  are  confronted  with  a  two-fold  problem:  — 

a.  The  Town  continues  to  grow  with  new  houses 
and  new  business  installations  and 

b.  Our  existing  pipe  system  continues  its  normal 
deterioration. 

Last  January  we  advised  you  that  our  1946  program 
was  short  of  completion  by  some  $87,200.00  for  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  new  and  larger  mains.  In  addition  we  now  have 
some  45,000  feet  of  4"  pipe  that,  owing  to  age  and  size, 
should  be  replaced  with  larger  pipe.  The  cost  of  this 
work  is  estimated  at  $270,000.00.  These  projects  are  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  maintenance  of  our  fire  protection  on  a  sound 
basis.  During  1946  we  borrowed  $242,000.00  —  $180,- 
000.00  of  which  was  for  new  and  larger  mains.  Since  then 
we  have  paid  out  of  our  income  for  the  retirement  of 
these  loans  and  aggregate  of  $120,000.00.  We  have  also 
recently  borrowed  $45,000.00  to  help  pay  for  our  new 
stand-pipe  on  West  Street  that  will  cost  us  approximately 
$70,000.00. 

Since  1946  we  have  also  spent  $128,000.00  for  main 
pipe  extension,  an  average  of  $16,000.00  per  year  out  of 
our  current  income  during  this  period  as  compared  with 
approximately  $30,000.00  that  we  have  carried  in  our 
budget  each  year. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  Town  with  the  correspond¬ 
ing  increase  in  consumption,  especially  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months,  requires  us  to  consider  an  addition  to  our  fil¬ 
tration  plant  in  the  near  future.  We  are  continuing  our 
studies  for  an  increased  water  supply. 
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The  contribution  of  the  Town  for  maintenance  of  fire 
protection,  based  on  a  charge  of  $25.00  per  hydrant,  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  inadequate.  We  have  been  advised  by  the 
Department  of  Corporations  ancl  Taxation,  Division  of  Ac¬ 
counts,  that  a  charge  of  $40.00  for  hydrants  is  fair  and 
reasonable  when  you  consider  the  amount  of  money  that 
we  have  spent  for  fire  protection. 

We  continue  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  the 
town  to  the  operation  of  the  Betterment  Act.  This  Act  was 
designed  to  relieve  the  town  of  a  portion  of  the  cost  of 
improvements  in  unaccepted  streets.  It  frequently  ap¬ 
pears  that  improvements  of  the  street  itself  are  less  ex¬ 
pensive  than  the  installation  of  the  water  main  therein. 
As  a  result  there  has  been  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the 
Selectmen  and  Finance  Board  to  leave  out  the  cost  of  the 
water  main  from  the  operation  of  the  Betterment  Act. 
Then  as  soon  as  the  street  is  completed  and  accepted  the 
heat  is  turned  on  the  Water  Board  to  install,  at  its  own 
expense,  a  larger  water  main. 

The  Superintendent’s  Report  giving  detailed  data  on 
the  activities  of  the  Department  is  attached  herewith.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Braintree  Water  Commissioners: 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you  the  63rd  An¬ 
nual  Report  of  the  Water  Supply  System,  showing  the 
present  condition  of  the  Department  and  the  extensions 
and  improvements  made,  together  with  a  statement  in 
detail  of  the  cost  of  operating  the  system  during  the  year. 

This  year  10,074  linear  feet  of  new  main  pipe  and  20 
fire  hydrants  have  been  added  to  our  distribution  system 
and  1060  feet  of  old  small  pipe  has  been  replaced  with 
larger  pipe.  We  also  installed  214  new  services,  renewed 
47  old  services  and  made  repairs  on  42  services. 

The  program  of  cleaning  and  lining  some  of  the  older 
cast  iron  water  mains  was  continued  and  this  year  about 
4000  feet  of  6  inch  pipe  in  Liberty  Street,  running  south 
from  Lincoln  Street  was  cleaned  and  lined. 
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We  had  a  total  of  16  main  pipe  breaks  during  the 
year;  five  of  these  were  caused  by  Contractors  installing 
sewer  pipes,  two  were  caused  by  Contractors  installing 
storm  drains,  one  by  a  Contractor  installing  a  Gas  Main, 
one  by  the  Highway  Department  and  the  remaining  breaks 
trom  causes  unknown.  Three  hydrants  were  slightly  dam¬ 
aged  and  four  were  damaged  beyond  repair  by  automo¬ 
biles  this  year.  Where  possible,  the  owners  of  the  auto¬ 
mobiles  were  charged  for  the  cost  of  the  damage. 

Contracts  for  the  new  1  Million  Gallon  Standpipe  at 
Dearing  Park  have  been  awarded;  the  concrete  founda¬ 
tion  has  been  placed  and  it  is  expected  that  the  new  stand¬ 
pipe  will  be  in  service  by  next  June.  The  elevated  storage 
tank  in  the  Highlands  has  been  wire  brushed,  cleaned  and 
painted  with  two  coats  on  the  inside  and  three  coats  on  the 
outside. 

A  section  of  Oak  Street  at  the  upper  end  of  our  Reser¬ 
voir  in  Randolph,  has  been  raised  about  12  inches  in  order 
that  we  may  impound  more  water  without  flooding  the 
road. 

There  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  in  our  Reser¬ 
voirs  this  year  and  the  citizens  of  Braintree  are  fortunate 
in  having  such  an  excellent  supply  as  many  nearby  com¬ 
munities  have  had  restrictions  placed  on  the  use  of  water 
during  the  summer  months  due  to  inadequate  supplies, 

Samples  of  water  have  been  tested  regularly  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  and  all  samples  were  found  to  be  of 
excellent  quality.  Periodical  tests  have  also  been  made 
by  our  Chemists,  Weston  &  Sampson,  and  hourly  tests 
have  been  made  by  our  own  men  at  the  Filtration  Plant. 
During  the  year  we  had  practically  very  little  red  water 
trouble  and  this  was  on  dead  end  lines. 

I  have  consulted  with  the  Water  Commissioners  of 
both  Holbrook  and  Randolph  relative  to  problems  con¬ 
cerning  the  joint  water  supply,  and  I  have  attended  hear¬ 
ings  before  the  Randolph  Planning  Board  in  connection 
with  proposed  sub-divisions  of  land  adjoining  our  property. 

I  am  particularly  grateful  to  you  for  your  continued 
confidence  in  my  administration  of  the  Department.

Conforming  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town,  we  here¬ 
with  submit  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  De¬ 
cember  31st,  1953. 

Signs  of  disturbance  over  Municipal  costs  here  ir 
Braintree  are  beginning  to  show.  At  the  moment  they 
are  only  a  small  murmur  in  the  wind.  It  may  be  possible 
that  some  of  our  business  men  and  thinking  people  are 
now  asking  “Where  is  it  going  to  end?”  One  fact  is 
positive.  If  Braintree  continues  in  the  same  direction 
as  it  has  in  the  past  five  of  six  years,  then  its  taxpayeis 
will  most  certainly  be  burdened  with  a  terrific  tax  rate 

Figures  as  dry  as  they  may  appear  to  the  average 
citizen,  or  as  uninteresting  as  they  may  be  to  some  tax¬ 
payers,  always  seem  to  tell  the  truth.  We  compare  some 
figures  of  1947  with  1953  to  give  you  some  idea  of  the 
tremendous  increase  in  the  financial  operation  of  your 
town. 

The  Gross  Amount  to  be  raised  in  1947  was  $1,946,- 
628.11  as  compared  with  $3,875,993.75  in  1953  (100% 
increase).  The  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property  valu¬ 
ations  have  increased  from  $29,951,025.00  in  1947  tr 
$43,213,765.00  in  1953  (50%  increase).  The  Tax  Rate 
has  gone  from  $37.00  in  1947  to  $53.80  in  1953  (45% 
increase).  One  of  the  most  controversial  subjects  is 
school  costs.  The  school  budget  in  1947  was  $584,824.75 
while  in  1953  this  has  grown  to  $1,581,377.00  (close  to 
a  million  dollar  increase.) 

These  figures  show  a  trend  which  can  well  lead 
Braintree  into  a  financial  situation  of  such  serious  pro¬ 
portions  that  whatever  plans  we  may  have  for  the  future 
of  sewer  construction  and  other  major  improvements 
may  have  to  be  curtailed. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  Meeting  Members, 
in  their  deliberations  of  the  Appropriations  to  be  voted 
on  at  the  1954  Town  Meeting,  consider  two  questions: 

1.  Are  there  any  projects  which  can  be  deferred  cr 
halted,  to  reduce  Funded  Debt  Service  payments? 

2.  What  are  the  absolutely  necessary  items  in  +he 
proposed  1954  Annual  Warrant?

Braintree  School  Committee

Next  March  will  mark  the  completion  of  eighteen 
years  continuous  membership  on  the  Braintree  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  as  Chairman  for  1953-1954  of  that  Committee 
it  is  expected  that  I  will  make  an  annual  report.  You  will 
find  the  complete  story  of  the  details  of  the  plans  and 
preparations  and  the  actual  operation  of  the  schools 
(Grammar,  Junior  High,  and  Senior  High)  in  the  attached 
reports  of  the  Superintendent  (Mr.  Ralph  W.  Proctor,)  the 
Principal  of  the  High  School  (Mr.  Stanley  L.  Clement), 
the  Supervisory  Principals,  and  the  various  Supervisors 
of  all  the  other  groups. 

However,  I  decided  not  to  follow  the  usual  type  of 
Chairman’s  report.  As  the  result  of  eighteen  years’  ex¬ 
perience,  I  believe  it  would  be  well  to  point  out  some  of 
the  things  that  people  generally  are  not  aware  of.  For 
instance ;  when  you  elect  anyone  to  the  School  Committee, 
the  legal  aspect  of  it  is  that  the  School  Committee  is  a 
State  Agency  elected  locally  and  it  must  operate  within 
the  State  Laws  applying  to  Public  Education.  Within 
reason,  the  Town  has  the  obligation  to  furnish  the  money 
to  produce  the  educational  system  that  within  the  best 
judgment  of  the  School  Committee  the  children  should 
have  (Chapter  71,  Section  34).  That  is  an  attitude  that 
has  been  defended  time  and  time  again,  and  I  doubt  if 
there  are  more  successful  and  consistent  legal  decisions 
over  the  last  150  years  on  any  other  subject.  Legally  the 
School  Department  is  not  a  town  department  the  same  as 
the  Police  Department  or  the  Fire  Department,  but  prac¬ 
tically  the  Town  of  Braintree  does  pay  for  the  School  De¬ 
partment — therefore,  the  financial  picture  is  resolved  best 
by  the  complete  co-operation  and  understanding  between 
the  School  Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee. 

In  the  last  few  years  the  School  Committee  has  found 
it  advisable  to  surround  itself  with  many  citizens  who 
have  given  of  their  time,  talents,  and  complete  co-opera¬ 
tion  on  many  committees  that  have  been  appointed  by  the 
School  Committee  such  as  School  Study  Committee,  Low 
Cost  Schoolhousing  Committee,  School  Sites  Committee, 
Schoolbuilding  Study  Committee  which  resulted  in  the 
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Hollis  School  Development  and  Perkins  School  Develop¬ 
ment  Committees.  This  has  been  necessary  because  of 
the  complete  overturn  of  educational  needs  during  the 
last  half  century.  Fifty  years  ago  the  total  school  popula¬ 
tion  of  Braintree  was  1240 — 83  graduated  from  the 
eighth  grade  and  49  of  that  83  entered  High  School,  and 
there  was  a  total  High  School  student  population  of  140. 
Last  year  the  total  school  population  of  Braintree  was 
5353 — 285  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade,  and  of  that 
number  284  either  entered  Braintree  High  School  or  went 
on  to  some  other  form  of  higher  education,  so  that  we  had 
250  students  in  the  Freshman  class — but  the  point  is  that 
today  285  children  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade  and 
284  went  on  to  secondary  education,  while  fifty  years  ago 
83  children  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade  and  49  went 
on  to  secondary  education. 

The  change  in  the  Law  which  made  it  necessary  for 
children  to  study  in  school  until  they  were  16  instead  of 
14  years  of  age  plus  the  change  in  <our  standards  of  living 
and  the  expanding  economy  brought  about  a  tremendous 
change  in  the  school  population,  and  while  it  is  a  fact  that 
the  total  school  population  has  increased  four  times,  the 
greater  and  more  astonishing  fact  is  that  the  increase  in 
High  School  students  in  that  fifty  years  is  very  much 
greater.  For  instance ;  the  student  population  of  the  High 
School  today  is  965  against  140  fifty  years  ago. 

Before  this  remarkable  change  the  students  in  the 
High  School  were  an  exclusive  group — a  select  group  if 
you  wish — and  there  was  little  trouble  carrying  out  the 
educational  program  for  them  because  they  were  the 
children  of  parents  who  planned  a  higher  education,  pos¬ 
sibly  a  college  education,  for  their  children,  hut  today 
when  we  are  not  educating  any  privileged,  exclusive  or 
selected  group,  we  have  a  very  much  different  problem. 
Today  we  have  the  responsibility  of  educating  all  the 
children  of  all  the  people.  Think  of  it,  in  1900  there  were 
600,000  boys  and  girls  in  all  the  High  Schools  of  the  whole 
nation.  At  the  beginning  of  this  schoolyear  (1953-1954) 
there  are  7,000,000  High  School  students — a  twelvefold 
increase  while  the  population  has  doubled.  So  today  we 
have  to  carefully  check  every  student,  keep  his  record 
through  all  his  classes  until  he  graduates  because  of  the 
tremendous  variety  of  pupil  potentialities.  We  have  to 
screen  for  aptitudes  and  that  is  where  our  guidance  pro¬ 
gram  come  into  effect.  Actually  we  will  have  to  do  a 
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better  job  in  guidance.  Probably  we  could  get  assistance 
in  some  of  our  most  troublesome  personal  problems  by  the 
introduction  into  our  Guidance  Department  of  psycho¬ 
logical  and  psychiatrical  help.  These  sound  formidable 
but  basically  they  mean  that  with  such  a  variety  of  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  High  School  age  group  the  problem  becomes 
more  complex,  and  the  trend  is  to  try  to  teach  the  child 
to  make  the  most  of  his  greatest  values,  and  that  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  a  great  variety  of  things  that  are  offered  to¬ 
day  inside  and  outside  of  the  High  School  curriculum. 
Actually  while  it  used  to  be  simple  to  train  a  specialized 
group  for  college  or  business,  today  we  have  to  try  to 
successfully  train  a  very  much  larger  group  notwithstand¬ 
ing  all  of  their  different  abilities. 

In  England  the  11  to  15  year  old  students  are  divided, 
each  class  or  grade,  into  three  groups — the  highly  in¬ 
telligent,  the  medium  intelligent,  and  the  low  intelligent. 
What  they  are  getting  is  a  stratified  student  population — 
the  highly  intelligent  look  down  on  the  medium  intelligent 
- — the  medium  intelligent  look  down  on  the  low  intelligent 
— and  because  of  this  simple  and  arbitrary  but  not  very 
happy  solution  of  a  complex  problem  there  is  a  constant 
atmosphere  of  resentment  between  the  groups,  a  most  un¬ 
fortunate  and  unsatisfactory  condition  in  any  school. 

It  is  the  constant  effort  of  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  the  Superintendent,  the  Headmaster,  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Principals,  the  Supervisors,  and  Heads  of  Depart¬ 
ments  in  the  High  School  to  continue  to  analyze  and  revise 
courses  of  study  and  study  methods,  to  improve  the  gen¬ 
eral  educational  studies  of  the  great  majority  of  our  stu¬ 
dents  whose  interest  are  those  other  than  academic,  to 
train  and  teach  them  for  future  citizenship  in  a  demo¬ 
cratic  society,  to  teach  them  to  think  and  evaluate  rather 
than  to  memorize,  to  constantly  broaden  the  educational 
base,  to  continue  to  reach  the  people,  the  citizens,  through 
the  various  Parent  Teachers  and  Parent  Council  Associa¬ 
tions  because  the  nearer  the  schools  are  to  all  the  people, 
the  better  education  will  be. 

The  way  ahead  is  difficult  and  our  job  will  not  be 
too  easy.  Criticism  is  both  easy  and  inviting.  However, 
to  solve  big  problems  there  must  be  strength  in  support 
of  what  is  right,  effort  to  develop  what  is  needed,  and 
adherence  to  principles  which  will  best  serve  the  needs  of 
our  children.  As  in  the  past,  I  am  confident  that  our  ef¬ 
forts  are  going  to  be  actively  supported  by  all  School  De- 
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partment  personnel  in  positions  of  authority  as  well  as  all 
faculty  members  who  have  the  responsibility  of  carrying 
out  the  program. 


Superintendents  Report 


LOOKING  FORWARD  TO  THE  NEXT  FIVE 

FIVE  YEARS 

An  educational  system,  in  present  day  society,  can¬ 
not  stand  still  and  be  content  with  its  present  condition  or 
achievements.  As  society  becomes  more  complex,  more 
problems  must  be  met  and  solved,  more  and  different 
adjustments  made  by  the  next  generation  of  citizens.  The 
needs  of  pupils  and  the  needs  of  society  determine  an  edu¬ 
cational  program.  In  the  long  run,  the  efficiency  of  the 
schools  in  meeting  these  needs  depends  upon  the  support 
which  the  community  is  willing  to  give  to  its  schools,  and 
the  provision  of  funds  which  are  necessary  to  achieve  a 
continuously  improving  program.

In  Braintree  the  securing  of  funds  for  improvement 
of  the  present  organization  is  complicated  by  the  needs  of 
the  schools  to  continually  expand  physically  to  accommo¬ 
date  more  children.  In  the  period  1946-1960  the  public 
school  enrollment  will  double  itself.  Provision  of  addi¬ 
tional  classrooms,  increase  in  operating  expenses  because 
of  enlarged  faculty,  operation  of  new  building,  capital  out¬ 
lay, etc  cause  an  ever  increasing  budget  which  seriously 
strains  the  ability  of  the  town  to  provide.  Yet  no  invest¬ 
ment  pays  better  dividends. 

Our  planning  for  the  future  is  undertaken  with  these 
factors  in  mind,  yet  forward  steps  must  be  taken.  Man/ 
of  the  future  needs  are  common  to  most  school  systems; 
some  few  very  important  needs,  pertain  only  to  Braintree. 
Only  by  a  co-operative  effort  can  enriched  and  improved 
educational  services  be  offered  to  the  young  people  in 
Braintree  and  Massachusetts. 
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Extension  of  the  Classroom.  All  seventh  grade  students 
visit  Museum  of  Science  acompanied  by  Rrepesentative 
Herbert  B.  Hollis,  Senator  Charles  W.  Hedges,  Educa¬ 
tional  Director  of  Museum  Dr.  Norton,  Superintendent 
of  Schools  Ralph  W.  Proctor. 


Organizational  Needs 

1.  Secondary  School  Re-organization 

With  the  completion  of  our  elementary  building  pro¬ 
gram,  the  needs  at  present  rate  of  growth  for  elementary 
classrooms  should  be  satisfied  up  to  1960.  However  the 
7th  and  8th  grades  plus  the  9th  grade  now  in  the  High 
School  will  be  forced  out  and  only  the  Hollis  School  (12 
rooms)  available  to  house  1400  pupils  grades  7-9  by  1955. 
This  situation  forces  Junior  High  School  organization 
oased  on  the  Hollis  building  plus  an  addition,  and  a  new 
Junior  High  School  in  the  South  District. 

2.  Salaries 

An  upward  revision  of  all  salary  schedules  must  be 
continued  even  if  the  decline  of  the  dollar  is  halted.  Since 
1940  the  average  income  in  Massachusetts  in  terms  of 
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purchasing  power  has  increased  42%,  teachers  income 
only  11%.  Married  men  teachers  with  families  just  can¬ 
not  maintain  a  decent  standard  of  living  and  so  are  unable 
to  enter  or  forced  to  leave  the  profession. 

3.  Administrative  Assistance 

With  organization  problems  created  by  increased 
pupil  enrollments  requiring  new  facilities,  and  moderniza¬ 
tion  of  old  facilities,  it  is  desirable  to  provide  additional 
administrative  assistance  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
especially  in  the  business  administration  field.  The  prep¬ 
aration  of  budgets,  financial  reports,  purchasing,  specifi¬ 
cations  for  bids,  state  reports,  accounting  on  new  construc¬ 
tion  projects  are  at  present  consumming  too  large  a  per¬ 
centage  of  the  Superintendent’s  time.  The  burdens  of 
business  and  other  routines  should  not  handicap  educa¬ 
tional  improvements  and  supervision. 

4.  School  Administrative  Center 

The  supervisory  and  administrative  staff  should  be 
centered  in  one  building  for  purposes  of  co-ordination. 
The  complete  use  of  the  Pond  School  for  this  purpose  plus 
professional  library  and  workshop  center  should  be  ar¬ 
ranged  as  soon  as  present  classes  can  be  transferred  back 
to  the  Torrey  Schools. 

5.  Additional  School  Clerks  or  Cadet  Teachers 

Our  district  principals  are  each  responsible  for  ad 
ministration  of  three  school  buildings  housing  1200  or  more 
pupils.  In  each  school,  the  building  principal  teaches  full 
time,  answers  telephone,  meets  parents,  plans  general 
school  programs.  These  activities,  and  other  daily  rou¬ 
tine  matters  interfere  with  her  regular  classroom  teaching. 
Some  relief  should  be  afforded  by  employment  of  a  clerk 
m  each  building  to  take  over  routine  duties,  and  relieve 
rhe  principal  for  a  period  each  day  to  enable  her  to  give 
attention  to  the  functioning  of  the  school  as  a  whole. 

6.  Instructional  Needs 

One  unmet  and  pressing  need  is  in  speech.  We  have 
many  children  with  deficient  speech  who  should  havp 
special  training  beyond  the  attention  that  can  be  given 
by  the  classroom  teacher.  Remedial  work  of  this  type 
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calls  for  a  specialist  to  plan  and  carry  through  with  cor¬ 
rective  exercises. 

7.  School  Band 

The  School  Band  needs  about  $2,000  for  the  large 
instruments  to  provide  a  better  balance.  Our  reports 
from  the  Festivals  usually  read  “Excellent  individual 
work,  but  the  highest  rating  cannot  be  awarded  because 
of  a  lack  of  balance.”  The  School  should  own  these  in¬ 
struments  which  are  too  large  and  expensive  to  expect  in¬ 
dividuals  to  purchase. 

8.  Audio  Visual  Aids 

“Seeing  is  believing.”  It  is  estimated  that  about  90% 
of  learning  comes  through  the  eyes.  The  Armed  Services 
have  amply  demonstrated  the  value  of  this  type  of  ap¬ 
proach  in  education.  We  are  continually  enlarging  our 
program  as  funds  become  available;  in  recent  years  the

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growth  in  use  of  audio-visual  aids  of  all  types  has  ex¬ 
panded  to  a  point  at  which  a  full-time  director  is  required 
to  direct  this  program. 

9.  Emotional  Problems 

We  are  increasingly  aware  of  the  emotional  prob¬ 
lems  affecting  pupils  with  whom  our  teachers  and  guid¬ 
ance  staff  come  in  contact.  As  the  complexion  of  our 
community  continues  to  change,  this  type  of  problem  in¬ 
creases  in  numbers.  Our  cases  of  emotional  maladjust¬ 
ment  are  increasing  at  a  faster  rate  than  our  general 
school  population.  Not  only  are  these  cases  problems 
themselves,  but  they  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  action  of 
our  student  body.  Among  these  we  find  students  with 
various  complexes  which  they  attempt  to  conceal  beneath 
a  veneer  of  bravado  or  ill-conduct. 

Our  guidance  staff  needs  the  services  of  a  trained 
psychological  consultant,  if  not  a  psychiatrist  for  our 
problem  cases.  An  “Adjustment  Council”  composed  of 
representatives  at  all  levels,  including  lay  personnel,  is 
neded  to  consider  case-studies  and  try  to  accomplish  satis¬ 
factory  individual  adjustments  on  a  preventative  basis  be¬ 
fore  a  crisis  in  conduct  is  reached. 

10.  Continuance  of  Emphasis  on  Skills 

Reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  will  always  be  the 
basic  foundation  of  elementary  education.  Without  these 
skills  further  achievements  will  be  handicapped.  In  fact, 
the  future  success  of  a  democratic  society  depends  upon 
the  adequacy  of  its  citizens  to  exchange  ideas,  whether 
it  be  by  reading,  speaking,  or  writing.  Without  question, 
the  three  R’s  will  be  as  important,  if  not  more  so,  in  future 
years  as  in  the  past. 

In  school  work  alone,  a  sixth  grade  student  needs  to 
read  six  times  more  than  a  similar  student  of  thirty  years 
ago.  A  chemistry  book  of  forty  years  ago  contained  ap¬ 
proximately  60,000  words  compared  with  the  present  chem¬ 
istry  book  and  workbook  which  contains  approximately 
250,000  words.  Here  is  indicated  the  need  of  more  ef¬ 
ficient  reading.  Great  as  the  advances  in  reading  have 
been,  indications  point  to  the  need  of  greater  advances  In 
this  skill  to  cope  with  the  requirements  of  a  complex 
democratic  society. 
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Election  in  a  Demoncracy.  Students  in  eighth  grade  go 
to  the  polls  to  elect  their  class  oficers. 


What  has  been  said  about  skills  in  reading  is  also 
true  of  the  other  skills  of  expression.  Our  aim  is  to  de¬ 
velop  in  all  students  a  capacity  for  concise  and  logical 
thinking  expressed  accurately  in  clear  and  simple  language. 

11.  Emphasis  on  Individual  Help  to  be  Continued 

All  students  have  different  individual  abilities,  in¬ 
terests,  and  talents.  They  need  to  plan,  study,  and  work 
together  as  preparation  for  citizenship,  but  democracy 
can  exist  and  succed  only  if  each  citizen  contributes  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  special  talents.  Therefore,  the  school  pro¬ 
gram  should  be  so  flexible  that  each  student  can  progress 
accord  ng  to  his  ability  to  achieve. 

In  the  elementary  schools  this  involves  continued  em¬ 
phasis  on  individual  and  small  group  teaching  techniques, 
reading  clinics,  and  a  strengthening  and  extension  of  the 
guidance  program  and  the  inclusion  of  remedial  and  spe¬ 
cial  classes  for  slow-learning  students.  Smaller  classes 
are  also  essential  to  individual  teaching  and  we  hope  to 
move  in  this  direction  although  increasing  enrollments  and 
mounting  costs  will  continue  to  provide  serious  restrictions. 
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12.  Use  of  Community  Resources 

Greater  use  of  community  resources  in  the  instruction 
of  puoil  can  be  expected  in  the  future.  Historic  places 
in  Braintree,  in  Massachusetts,  and  even  in  New  England, 
should  be  visited  by  more  students.  The  visiting  of  stores, 
factories,  and  municipal  agencies  should  also  be  a  part  of 
the  learning  process.  Natural  resources  of  the  community 
should  be  constantly  analyzed  and  conservation  of  these 
natural  resources  should  be  more  thoroughly  studied  and 
practiced.  In  the  expanded  activity  program  of  the  High 
School,  as  well  as  in  the  elementary  schools,  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  in  recent  years,  but  we  foresee 
even  greater  use  of  community  facilities  in  the  next  few 
years. 

13.  Better  Home  and  School  Relationships 

Many  parents  are  confused  at  times  by  the  efforts 
made  by  the  school  personnel  to  help  pupils.  Most  mis¬ 
understandings,  at  least  in  school  matters  are  caused  by 
lack  of  knowledge  of  the  problems  confronting  either  the 
pupil,  the  teacher,  or  the  parent.  Only  by  the  adoption  of 
a  systematic  procedure  to  inform  parents  about  the  school 
program  and  a  more  detailed  explanation  of  student 
achivement  and  growth  can  good  relations  exist  among 
all.  Improvement  of  report  cards,  guidance  clinics  for 
parents,  scheduled  visitations  of  schools  by  parents,  and 
strengthening  of  Parent-Teacher  Associations  will  be 
continued  toward  this  end. 


14.  The  Guidance  Program 

No  part  of  the  school  program  is  more  fundamentally 
important  than  the  provision  of  adequate  guidance  ser¬ 
vices  to  students.  In  the  secondary  grades,  this  is  especial¬ 
ly  true,  but  the  need  exists  also  in  the  elementary  schools. 

At  present,  pupils  are  promoted  from  one  grade  to 
another  and  from  one  school  to  another.  The  work  and 
study  habits  and  the  rate  of  achievement  of  each  pupil 
must  be  analyzed  by  a  new  teacher  each  year.  Although 
the  personal  record  card  does  help  the  new  teacher  to 
“learn”  the  pupil,  many  weeks  pass  before  any  complete 
knowledge  is  obtained.  Procedures  for  improving  this 
situation  must  be  developed  by  our  Guidance  Department 
in  future  years. 
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To  provide  capable,  well-informed  counselors,  a  more 
extensive  in-service  training  program  for  regular  teachers 
must  be  initiated.  In  this  connection  also,  some  additional 
compensation  must  be  provided  to  induce  teachers  to  be¬ 
come  counselors  and  to  carry  the  extra  burden  of  work 
involved. 

Operation  and  Maintenance  Needs 
15.  Modernization  of  School  Buildings 

Braintree  school  buildings  fall  info  three  classifica¬ 
tions.  (A.)  New  Buildings  of  modern  design  and  f acid¬ 
ities  (B.  H.  S.,  Ross,  Lakeside,  Foster) 

(R)  Middle-aged  Buildings  that  are  structurally  sound 
and  educationally  adaptable.  These  should  be  modern¬ 
ized  and  kept  in  good  repair.  The  Lincoln  (newer  part), 
Watson,  Hollis,  Penniman,  Noah  Torrey  Primary,  Colbert, 
Highlands  are  in  this  classification. 

Toilet  facilities,  lighting,  school  equipment  in  these 
buildings  have  been  modernized  to  some  extent.  How¬ 
ever,  floors,  windows,  and  heating  have  been  neglected 
because  of  “starvation”  appropriations  for  repair  of  build¬ 
ings.  A  backlog  of  repairs  and  renovations  estimated  to 
cost  approximately  $300,000  has  been  accumulated,  and 
an  appropriation  of  at  least  $60,000  per  year  is  needed  to 
allow  some  improvements  to  be  made  on  a  long-term 
program. 

(C)  Old  Buildings  of  unsatisfactory  construction  and  fa¬ 
cilities.  The  Perkins,  Lincoln  (old  part),  Monatiquot,  and 
Torrey  Grammar  Buildings  are  in  this  classification.  No 
attempt  should  be  made  to  sink  money  into  the  moderniza¬ 
tion  of  these  buildings,  but  the  aim  should  be  simply  to 
keep  them  in  operation  until  they  may  be  replaced  by 
buildings  similar  to  the  Penniman  and  Monatiquot  An¬ 
nexes  and  extensions  thereto. 


16.  Textbooks 

Textbooks,  reference  books,  and  similar  materials  are 
basic  to  any  method  of  teaching.  Approximately  ten  basic 
textbooks  or  more  are  needed  by  each  pupil.  These  books 
cost  $15.00  per  elementary  pupil  and  $25.00  per  high 
school  pupil.  The  life  of  a  textbook  is  approximately  five 
years.  For  replacement  purposes  alone,  the  textbook  costs 
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now  average  $3.00  per  elementary  pupil  and  $5.00  per 
high  school  pupil.  If  increased  enrollment  occurs,  as 
predicted,  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  pupils  per  year,  an 
additional  $4,000.00  per  year  will  be  necessary  simply  to 
provide  books  for  new  pupils. 

Reference  and  library  books  should  be  acquired  at 
the  rate  of  one  book  for  every  two  pupils.  These  books 
have  a  longer  life,  but  the  total  number  available  should 
equal  ten  times  the  enrollment  of  a  school  for  either  class¬ 
room  or  school  libraries.  Magazines  of  educational  value 
and  similar  source  materials  should  likewise  be  acquired 
on  a  systematic  basis. 

17.  School  Yards 

School  play  areas  are  needed  for  physical  education 
purposes  and  other  school  activities,  as  well  as  to  serve  as 
neighborhood  playgrounds.  Five  acres  are  provided  for 
each  new  elementary  school  in  most  communities. 

All  school  yards  should  have  some  part  in  hard  sur¬ 
faces  and,  where  space  permits,  playground  equipment 
should  be  installed. 

Much  work  remains  to  be  done  on  the  grounds  at  the 
Lincoln,  Perkins,  and  Colbert  Schools  to  make  them  use¬ 
ful  and  even  presentable.
